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Report of the Reverend Alfred Florez upon his campaign in Cuba 


On November 21, 1959, I flew to Cuba by invitation of the Christian Business 
Men for a religious campaign to be held in various churches. Most of the meetings 
were held in Havana proper, over a period of three weeks. 


Cuba is now going through a transition period from the regime of Batista to the 
new Revolutionary Government of Fidel Castro. The people in general, and even the 
Christians and their pastors, feel very enthusiastic about the new government and 
strongly hope that their economic situation is going to improve in the course of time. 


While in the United States it is unthinkable to discuss religious issues freely, 
in Havana, by means of two of the most powerful radio stations, I exposed with all 
liberty the false teachings of the Roman Church. I gave my own personal testimony of 
why and how I left the Roman Catholic Church and was interviewed by one of the radio 
executives. At the radio station all the workers and speakers were very kind and 
cooperative. By the miracle of modern radio and transcription, even long after I have 
left the island, my witness for Christ will still be heard by radio waves. 


Our meetings in the churches were greatly appreciated and well attended. As a 
former Roman Catholic priest I was able to give thorough authoritative instruction on 
how to deal with Roman Catholics that they may find salvation in Christ alone and how to 
counter-attack the deceptive propaganda of the hierarchy. After all, in Cuba, as 
anywhere, the real enemy of freedom is the political Roman Catholic system. 


Since the days of Christopher Columbus Romanism has been the religion of Cuba. 
However her people have grown indifferent to the things of God and ignore even the most 
basic Christian truths. The reason may well be that Romanism snatches away the certain 
hope of salvation by faith and subjects people to a constant state of doubt, fear and 
despair. During my stay in the island, on the occasion of the Catholic National Congress 
to worship Mary, one bishop brought from Santiago to Havana an image of Mary, a small, 
Stocky black idol, which was placed in the most prominent spot and worshipped for three 
days by a huge throng of Catholics. While the bishops and their priests proclaimed, 
"All Cuba to the feet of Mary," we in our churches spoke of Jesus, the Saviour of the 


world as presented in the Scriptures, deepening and strengthening our faith with Bible 
Study about Him. 


Although our Cuban Christian brothers belong to the Latin race and speak Spanish, 
it was a great joy for me to experience the bond we have in Christ. They speak out of the 
abundance of their joy in Him. "God hath said, I will dwell in them, and walk in them; 
and I will be their God, and they shall be my people." 


My ministry in Cuba was a missionary endeavor of Christ's Mission. Through the 
Gospel of Christ we were able to put to work some of the resources of the American 
Christians who contribute to our cause. Like David, fighting the giant Goliath, behold, 
"A sower went out to sow his seed...The seed is the Word of God." (Luke 8:5,11)

a TIMES in recent months the 
American public has been confused by Senator 
John Kennedy’s statements concerning his alle- 
giance to his church and his allegiance to the Con- 
stitution of the United States. The Senator has 
boldly asserted that he does not act upon the dic- 
tates of the Roman Catholic Church. 

He claims, ‘People are afraid that Catholics 
take orders from a higher organization. They 
don’t. Or, at least, I don’t.” (Redbook, November 
1957) 

Then we remember the publicized reply of 
Mr. Kennedy’s church, “Something does indeed 
take precedence over the obligation to uphold the 
Constitution—namely [Roman Catholic]  con- 
science.” (Ave Maria, quoted by the Chicago Sun- 
Times, February 24, 1959) 

It has not only been declared repeatedly by the 
Senator’s church, but it has been proved beyond 
the shadow of a doubt that John Kennedy cannot 
act as a free man, but must yield to the orders of 
the Roman Catholic hierarchy. 

The Rev. Dr. Daniel A. Poling has brought to 
the attention of the American voters an explicit 
instance in which Senator Kennedy was forced to 
obey a Cardinal of the Roman Church against his 
own preference and choice. Dr. Poling had invited 
John Kennedy to be one of the key speakers at the 
interfaith banquet which marked the conclusion of 
the financial campaign for the memorial chapel 
honoring the four chaplains of the Dorchester. One 
of these chaplains was Roman Catholic, one Jew- 
ish; two were Protestant, and one of these was Dr. 
Poling’s son. 

This incident was related in the December 
1959 Christian Herald by Dr. Poling, who is the 
editor. The U.S. News & World Report, December 
21, 1959, has also refreshed the public’s memory 
concerning it in an article entitled “Dr. Poling, 
Senator Kennedy and an Invitation Declined,” 
from which we quote: 
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Following are excerpts from Dr. Poling’s article, 
entitled A Sanctuary of Brotherhood: 


In the fall of 1950, at the Bellevue Stratford Hotel 
in Philadelphia, we held the banquet that marked the 
conclusion of our active financial campaign. It was a 
gala and impressive interfaith occasion . . . 

Our third key speaker was to have been Congress- 
man John Kennedy of Massachusetts. He had graciously 
accepted our invitation to take part in the program as a 
spokesman for his Roman Catholic faith. Yet, bowing to 
the will of an eminent Catholic prelate, Mr. Kennedy 
disappointed us. 

Two days before the banquet, Mr. Kennedy tele- 
phoned me from Washington and said that he would 
have to cancel his appearance. 

His Eminence Denis Cardinal Dougherty of Phila- 
delphia had requested him not to speak at the banquet 
and not to appear. The Congressman’s distress was obvi- 
ous as he relayed this information. 

All but overwhelmed with my disappointment, I 
reminded Mr. Kennedy that the banquet was a civic 
occasion, that all the faiths were participating and that 
we were meeting, not in a Protestant church, but on 
neutral ground in a hotel. The Congressman replied that 
he understood all this and that he had done everything 
he could to change the Cardinal’s position. 

His speech was prepared, he said, and he would 
gladly forward it to me, but as a loyal son of the Church, 
he had no alternative but not to come. 

Unquestionably, Mr. Kennedy was grieved as he 
reported Cardinal Dougherty’s decision to me, and, un- 
questionably, also, he was profoundly embarrassed. 

We hastily had the banquet programs reprinted to 
eliminate Congressman Kennedy’s name, and, though 
many Roman Catholics were present at the dinner and 
participated in the evening’s events, there was no spokes- 
man for their faith—Cardinal Dougherty’s ruling had 
come too late in the day for us even to attempt to secure 
an adequate replacement for John Kennedy. . . 

The late Cardinal Dougherty’s attitude toward me 
personally was always generous and benign, but he was 
adamant in withholding his endorsement of the inter- 
faith memorial. He issued no public statement, but he 
took from me in my campaign to complete the Chapel 
several distinguished Roman Catholics who were my 
close friends. Though they remained my friends, they 
could no longer help actively ... 

Today, though I respectfully read what Senator 
Kennedy has to say, one thing in his record is unmis- 
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takably clear. The Church did claim and exercise au- 
thority over him while he was in high public office . . . 
The fact remains that the authority itself is implicit in 
the Church, and that at least once John Kennedy of 
Massachusetts submitted, apparently against his own 
inclinations and better judgment, to its dictates. (Dr. 
Poling’s article is taken from his recent autobiography, 
Mine Eyes Have Seen, published by McGraw-Hill Book 
Company.) 


A Threat to the Nation 


The basic question behind the incident brought 
to public view by Dr. Poling is “Would a Roman 
Catholic as President of the United States be free 
to make decisions upon the basis of his own con- 
science solely for the good of his country?” 

Mr. Kennedy has answered these questions, or 
rather the hierarchy of his church speaking 
through him has given us the answer. Freedom of 
conscience to the Roman Church means freedom 
only to obey the Roman Catholic Church, which in- 
cludes obedience to the head of that church, who 
is a foreign potentate. He, whom all Roman Cath- 
olics have to hail as ruler of the world, wears the 
tiara “representing the threefold power,” and this 
includes that of “Ruler of the World.” (Ferm’s 
Encyclopedia of Religion, p. 787. Ferm refers to 
Catholic Encyclopedia, Vol. XIV) 

No man should be denied the right to hold 
office because of his religious belief. But if that 
religion demands total allegiance to its canon law, 
which is inimical to the Constitution of the United 
States of America, then the relation of that indi- 
vidual to his church becomes a threat to the nation. 

State and Church, written and edited for the 
Department of Social Action of the National Cath- 
olic Welfare Council by John A. Ryan, D.D., LL.D., 
Professor of Moral Theology at the Catholic Uni- 
versity of America, and Moorhouse F. X. Miller, 
S.J., published by The MacMillan Company, 1937, 
plainly states: 


For that should be regarded in the light of an ever- 
changeless law which Ivo of Chartres wrote to Pope 
Paschal II: “When kingdom and priesthood are at one, 
in complete accord, the world is well ruled, and the 
Church flourishes, and brings forth abundant fruit. But 
when they are at variance, not only smaller interests 
prosper not, but even things of greatest moment fall into 
deplorable decay.” (p. 12) 

First and foremost it is the duty of all Catholics 
worthy of the name and wishful to be known as most 
loving children of the Church, to reject without swerving 
whatever is inconsistent with so fair a title; to make use 
of popular institutions, so far as can honestly be done, 
for the advancement of truth and righteousness; to strive 
that liberty of action shall not transgress the bounds 
marked out by nature and the law of God; to endeavor 
to bring back all civil society to the pattern and form of 
Christianity which we have described . . . Both these 
objects will be carried into effect without fail if all will 
follow the guidance of the Apostolic See as their rule of 
life and obey the bishops whom the Holy Ghost has 
placed to rule the Church of God. (pp. 23 and 24) 


The Roman Catholic position is clearly stated 


in this book, bearing the imprimatur of Cardinal 
Patritius J. Hayes, in regard to the obligation of 
the state: 


Since the State is by far the most important of the 
secular societies to which man belongs, its obligation to 
recognize and profess religion is considerably greater and 
stricter than is the case with the lesser societies .. . 

The State cannot avoid taking an attitude toward 
religion. In practice that attitude will necessarily be 
positive, either for or against. There can be no such 
actual policy as impartial indifference . . . 

But Pope Leo goes further. He declares that the 
State must not only “have care for religion,” but recog- 
nize the true religion. [Emphasis theirs.] This means the 
form of religion professed by the Catholic Church. It is 
a thoroughly logical position. If the State is under moral 
compulsion to profess and promote religion, it is obvi- 
ously obliged to profess and promote only the religion 
that is true; for no individual, no group of individuals, 
no society, no State is justified in supporting error or in 
according to error the same recognition as to truth. (pp. 
29, 30, 32) 


A Threat to Protestantism 


By this “logical position” if a Roman Catholic 
President were seated in the White House, Prot- 
estantism would be doomed to mere toleration at 
best. 

Further quoting State and Church: 


All that is essentially comprised in the union of 
Church and State can be thus formulated: The State 
should officially recognize the Catholic religion as the 
religion of the commonwealth; accordingly it should in- 
vite the blessing and the ceremonial participation of the 
Church for certain important public functions, as the 
opening of legislative sessions, the erection of public 
buildings, etc., and delegate its officials to attend certain 
of the most important festival celebrations of the Church; 
it should recognize and sanction the laws of the Church; 
and it should protect the rights of the Church, and the 
religious as well as the other rights of the Church’s 
members. 

Does State recognition of the Catholic religion neces- 
sarily imply that no other religion should be tolerated? 
Much depends upon circumstances and much depends 
upon what is meant by toleration . . . Should such per- 
sons be permitted to practice their own form of worship? 
If these are carried within the family, or in such an 
inconspicuous manner as to be an occasion neither of 
scandal nor of perversion to the faithful, they may prop- 
erly be tolerated by the State. At least, this is the ap- 
proved Catholic doctrine concerning the religious rites 
of the non-baptized . . . 

On the one hand, this propaganda is harmful to the 
citizens and contrary to public welfare; on the other 
hand, it is not among the natural rights of the propa- 
gandists. Rights are merely means to rational ends. Since 
no rational end is promoted by the dissemination of false 
doctrine, there exists no right to indulge in this practice. 
The fact that the individual may in good faith think that 
his false religion is true gives no more right to propagate 
it than the sincerity of the alien anarchist entitles him to 
advocate his abominable political theories in the United 
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States, or than the perverted ethical notions of the dealer 
in obscene literature confer upon him a right to corrupt 
the morals of the community. No State would endure on 
the basis of the theory that the citizen must always be 
accorded the prerogative of doing whatever he thinks 
right. Now the actions of preaching and writing are at 
once capable of becoming quite injurious to the commun- 
ity as any other actions and quite as subject to rational 
restraint. 

Superficial champions of religious liberty will 
promptly and indignantly denounce the foregoing propo- 
sitions as the essence of intolerance. They are intolerant, 
but not therefore unreasonable. Error has not the same 
rights as truth .. . As we have already pointed out, the 
men who defend the principle of toleration for all varie- 
ties of religious opinion, assume either that all religions 
are equally true or that the true cannot be distinguished 
from the false. On no other ground is it logically possible 
to accept the theory of indiscriminate and universal 
toleration ... 

To the objection that the foregoing argument can be 
turned against Catholics by a non-Catholic State, there 
are two replies. First, if such a State should prohibit 
Catholic worship or preaching on the plea that it was 
wrong and injurious to the community, the assumption 
would be false; therefore the two cases are not parallel. 
Second, a Protestant State could not logically take such 
an attitude (although many of them did so in former 
centuries) because no Protestant sect claims to be in- 
fallible. Besides, the Protestant principle of private 
judgment logically implies that Catholics may be right 
in their religious convictions, and that they have a right 
to hold and preach them without molestation. 

Such in its ultimate rigor and complete implications 
is the Catholic position concerning the alliance that 
should exist between the Church and a Catholic State. 
(pp. 34, 35, 36) 


A Threat to Democracy and Freedom 


To quote Father Pohle once more: “If religious 
freedom has been accepted and sworn to as a funda- 
mental law in a constitution, the obligation to show this 
tolerance is binding in conscience . . .” 

But constitutions can be changed, and non-Catholic 
sects may decline to such a point that political proscrip- 
tion of them may be feasible and expedient. What pro- 
tection would they then have against a Catholic State? 
(p. 38) 


A Catholic president would be imbued with 
the teachings that the government should recog- 
nize the Roman Catholic Church as the religion of 
state, and while in office he would be found to do 
his best to foster the aims and purposes of his 
church. The ultimate purpose would be to secure 
the union of church and state, and the meaning of 
this union has been clearly delineated in the above 
quotation. 

We direct your attention to the careful word- 
ing of the last sentence quoted from the Catholic 
position in its “ultimate rigor”: “But constitutions 
can be changed, and non-Catholic sects may decline 
to such a point that political proscription of them 
may be feasible and expedient.” The use of the 
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word “proscription” by the Roman hierarchy was 
most apt and fitting. Webster’s Twentieth Century 
Dictionary defines “proscription” as follows: “The 
act of proscribing or dooming to death: among the 
Romans, the public offer of a reward for the head 
of a political enemy.” 

Abraham Lincoln expressed his conviction in 
these words: “Liberty is right because Christ said 
so, and Christ is God.” Liberty, as the gift of God, 
is for all men, at all times, under all circumstances. 
One of the prime purposes of the Constitution was 
to secure its blessings for every living American 
and for posterity. Can a man who has never known 
liberty of conscience protect the freedom of his 
fellow-countrymen? 

This nation was established by Founding 
Fathers who dared to be liberal with liberty. Our 
government was planned for citizens who would 
be permitted to think and speak for themselves. 
The Constitutional Fathers had faith in free men 
living in a free nation. That faith has been justified. 


The Deserter 





Ei Piensesees OF DUTY is despicable in the 
eyes of all men and in time of war is even punish- 
able by death. 

The Apostle Paul was forced to suffer the dis- 
heartening experience of the desertion of his co- 
laborer Demas. Writing to Timothy regarding 
Demas, with no mention of his own disappoint- 
ment, the Apostle simply says: “For Demas hath 
forsaken me, having loved this present world.” 
(II Tim. 4:10) 

Demas appears in the Bible among the most 
notable Christian workers, “Marcus, Aristarchus, 
Demas, Lucas, my fellow labourers.” (Philemon 
24) In Colossians 4:14 he is mentioned in connec- 
tion with the beloved physician Luke. He parted 
from the best company that can be found in this 
world, the company of the saints. He deserted one 
of life’s greatest privileges, to be counted as part 
of the great congregation of the redeemed. 

Demas turned his back upon the greatest un- 
dertaking in the world, one that has no equal— 
the task of delivering the message of salvation. 
This mission moves even the heavens, for there, 
we are told, the angels rejoice for every soul that 
is saved. 

This man Demas forsook the greatest adven- 
ture in life, for Jesus said, “He that loseth his life 
for my sake shall find it.’ “And he that taketh not 
his cross, and followeth after me, is not worthy of 
me. He that findeth his life shall lose it.” (Matt. 
10:39, 38) 

We are reminded of Garibaldi’s call to cour- 
age. Before he entered the city of Rome he told a 
group of his followers, “I am not offering you 
glory, pomp, riches or the pleasures of life in 
abundance; I offer you suffering, hunger and 
death. He who loves me with his heart, not with 
his lips alone, cross the line you see before you and 
come with me.” And the entire group followed him. 
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Lot’s wife depicts for us a tragic example of 
those who disobey God’s command. She looked back 
upon the life of ease and sensual pleasures, and 
death was the penalty. 

Some take the first steps with Christ too 
easily, but when the path becomes rough with 
trials or temptations, they return to their former 
desires. But the Lord knew many such as these 
and cautioned that if one sets his face toward the 
goal of service, he could not turn back without 
paying the price. 

“A certain man said unto him, Lord, I will 
follow thee whithersoever thou goest. And Jesus 
said unto him, Foxes have holes, and birds of the 
air have nests; but the Son of man hath not where 
to lay his head. 

“And he said unto another, Follow me. But 
he said, Lord, suffer me first to go and bury my 
father. Jesus said unto him, Let the dead bury 
their dead; but go thou and preach the kingdom 
of God. 

“And another also said, Lord, I will follow 
thee; but let me first go bid them farewell, which 
are at home at my house. And Jesus said unto him, 
No man, having put his hand to the plough, and 
looking back, is fit for the kingdom of God.” (Luke 
9 :57-62) 

Demas was not a thief or traitor like Judas, 
nor was he malicious like the coppersmith Alex- 
ander, of whom Paul said he “did me much evil.” 
Demas, like some whom Jesus met, simply “loved 
this present world.” . 

Other early Christian workers were also tempt- 
ed to fall away, until at one time the great Apostle 
sadly related, “All men forsook me,” adding with 
Christlike forgiveness, “I pray God that it may 
not be laid to their charge.” 

Eusebius, however, considers Demas an apos- 
tate, and we know that the apostate’s inexorable 
future is eternal damnation. 

“But every man is tempted, when he is drawn 
away of his own lust, and enticed. Then when lust 
hath conceived, it bringeth forth sin: and sin, 
when it is finished, bringeth forth death.” (James 
1:14, 15) 

“For if the word spoken by angels was sted- 
fast, and every transgression and disobedience 
received a just recompense of reward; how shall 
we escape, if we neglect so great salvation.” (Heb. 
2:2) 


Desertion of the Truth 


First one must distrust God’s Word, harboring 
seeds of disbelief that God will do what He says 
He will do, becoming first a doubter and then a 
deserter of the truth before he falls into apostasy. 

Christ came to reveal the truth to mankind. 
The truth is expounded freely in the pristine clar- 
ity of the Holy Scriptures. Yet man chooses to 
disbelieve. Although the gospel has been preached 
in diverse manners, through various channels to 
all nations, there are many who remain in error, 
giving their allegiance to false doctrines, prefer- 
ring to believe “cunningly devised fables.’’ This is 


one of the gravest means by which man can tempt 
God. 

We live in an enlightened age yet men are 
denying the truth of God’s Word, declaring openly 
that what God says He will do, He will not do. 
That God will punish evildoers is questioned on 
every hand. Constantly we hear rephrased the 
words first spoken in the Garden of Eden, “Hath 
God [really] said... ? [I say,] Ye shall not surely 
die.” 

If man can forget that the wages of sin is 
death, he can more easily persuade himself to dis- 
obey and desert God. 


Desertion of the Faith 


“Now the just shall live by faith: but if any 
man draw back, my soul shall have no pleasure in 
him. But we are not of them who draw back unto 
perdition.” (Heb. 10:38, 39) 

Today we find that men will quickly forsake 
their convictions. In this materialistic age loyalty 
has lost its value. Blown about by every wind of 
opportunity for personal advancement and self- 
aggrandizement, men will espouse first one cause 
and then another. To employ a worker one must 
first answer the question, “How much will I get?” 
Rare is the selfless one who asks, “What is my 
opportunity to serve?” Little wonder then that 
men change their loyalties at will, serving first one 
master and then another, while the era of compro- 
mise prevails. 

So in the Christian world, men who have com- 
mitted their way to the Lord often find it difficult 
to remain steadfast to the end. Many, like Christ’s 
own disciples who deserted Him even in His hour 
of greatest trial, hesitate, step backward, and then 
fall away—some for love of this present world, 
some because of the weakness of the flesh, and 
some because of fear, which is the absence of faith. 


A Crown for Loyalty 


If men could only believe that loyalty to the 
Master brings blessing to all lesser fidelities, fulfill- 
ment to all that we cherish, and at last the reward 
He has promised! 

More than ever before Christ is calling faith- 
ful servants to follow Him, who will dedicate their 
“undeterredness for His holiness.” Our Lord is 
speaking clearly and tenderly, “Cast not away 
therefore your confidence, which hath great recom- 
pense of reward. For ye have need of patience 
that, after ye have done the will of God, ye might 
receive the promise.” (Heb, 10:35-36) 

Only to men of steadfast courage can Christ 
entrust the great commission to go into al] the 
world and preach the gospel. Martyrs have sacri- 
ficed their lives to be faithful to the truth. Mis- 
sionaries have passed through “Gates of Splendor,” 
loyal unto death. They, like Paul, have longed for 
the fulfillment of God’s promise, “Be thou faithful 
unto death, and I will give thee a crown of life.” 

He that hath an ear, let him hear: “Hold fast 
which thou hast, that no man take thy crown.”

“I profess likewise that in the 
Mass there is offered to God a 
true, proper, propitiatory sacri- 
fice for the living and the dead. 
And that in the most holy sacra- 
ment of the Eucharist, there are 
truly, really, and substantially 
the body and blood, together 
with the soul and divinity, of 
our Lord Jesus Christ . . . I also 
confess that under either kind 
alone, Christ is received whole 
and entire, and a true sacra- 
ment.” (Fifth article of the 
Creed of Pope Pius IV.) 
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N, DOCTRINE can be more 
insulting to our Lord and Saviour 
than that of the Mass, for it is a 
constant affirmation that His 
sacrifice on the cross was neither 
sufficient nor cemplete. Every 
Mass is an open denial of Christ’s 
own words on Calvary, “It is 
finished.” Let us not make the 
fatal error of suggesting that 
this is but another way of re- 
membering the Lord’s death, for 
the Mass is possibly the mightiest 
tool possessed by Rome in keep- 
ing the souls of men in the false 
assurance that salvation is ob- 
tained through the partaking of it. 


Like many other Roman Cath- 
olic doctrines, the Mass was not 
accepted as an article of faith 
until very late. The first mention 
of transubstantiation (and con- 
sequently of the Mass) appeared 
in the ninth century. It was a 
monk named Paschasse Radbert 
who first conceived the idea, but 
his doctrine was fearlessly com- 
batted by other famous Roman 
Catholic theologians such as 
Bertram Scot Erigene, Berenger, 
and so on. 


In 1047 Pope Gregory VII, 
greatly doubting the doctrine, or- 
dered all cardinals to fast and 
seek God’s will on the matter. 
The result was a decided refusal. 
In 1140 again the question of 
transubstantiation was debated 
in the theological faculty of 
Paris, but the doctrine was once 
more rejected. Finally, in 1215, 
at the Lateran Council, it was de- 
clared a Roman Catholic dogma. 
The irony of it all is that a doc- 
trine so essential to salvation was 
unheard of during the first 1200 
years of the Roman Church, be- 
ing accepted only after serious 
disagreement and numerous de- 
bates. 


The word means a change of 
substance, and the Roman Church 
teaches that it is the conversion, 
in the consecration of the ele- 
ments of the eucharist, of the 
whole substance of the bread 
and wine into Christ’s real body 
and blood, only the appearances 
of bread and wine remaining. It 
follows that without transubstan- 
tiation there can be no sacrifice 
of the Mass. If it can therefore 
be proven that transubstantiation 


is non-existent, then the Mass is 
not a sacrifice, but a mere offer- 
ing of flour and water. 

In order to be logical in her- 
meneutics (the science of inter- 
pretation), the same key must be 
used in the interpretation of 
similar passages. Consequently, 
if the words of Christ “This is 
my body” are taken literally (and 
they must be in order to justify 
transubstantiation), then such 
declarations as “I am the door” 
—‘IT am the way’—“I am the 
vine’—must also be given a 
literal meaning. 

Did Christ suggest that He 
would become a piece of wood, or 
a road, or a tree? Of course not, 
and neither did He intimate that 
He would become bread or wine. 
The irrefutable proof that He 
was using a figure of speech is 
found in the fact that He was 
Himself present when He uttered 
the words. Surely the disciples 
did not attempt to eat His body. 
The bread was a simple repre- 
sentation. 

Augustine, whom Rome proud- 
ly claims as one of her greatest 
saints, said: “The Lord found no 
difficulty in saying: ‘This is my 
body,’ when He was giving the 
sign of His body.” According to 
the Roman doctrine, such a state- 
ment ought to make Augustine 
the greatest heretic who ever 
lived. 

As we turn to the Holy Scrip- 
tures, passages abound confirm- 
ing that the repeated sacrifice of 
Christ in the Mass is highly in- 
sulting, if not blasphemous. 

“So Christ was once offered to 
bear the sins of many.” (He- 
brews 9:28) “And every priest 
standeth daily ministering and 
offering oftentimes the same 
sacrifices which can never take 
away sins: but this man (Christ) 
after he had offered one sacrifice 
for sins for ever sat down on the 
right hand of God ... For one 
offering he hath perfected for- 
ever them that are sanctified.” 
(Hebrews 10:11-14) 

The work of Christ is a finished 
work. Let us thus proclaim it to 
the millions whom Rome is keep- 
ing in fear and error through the 
insidious teaching that the Mass 
is a required sacrifice essential 
to salvation.

— WHO DESIRES to 
preview what would happen to 
our country if the Roman Cath- 
olics were in the majority in the 
United States, as they now are in 
Rhode Island, should take a long, 
deep look at what is happening 
here. 

Rhode Island, in the past 
twenty-three years, has had but 
one governor who was not a Ro- 
man Catholic. That exception was 
the result of a bitter feud between 
two Roman Catholics. 

The Democratic party of Rhode 
Island is a strictly Roman Cath- 


olic party. With the exception of 
the old-timer Senator Greene 
(and some General Assembly 
candidates from rural districts 
where Catholics are still a minor- 
ity) no name other than that of 
a Roman Catholic appears on the 
ticket. 

Of late years the Republican 
party has also nominated a Ro- 
man Catholic for governor, in a 
foolish attempt to coax Roman 
Catholics from their regular 
party. This has succeeded only 
once. This was in the last elec- 
tion, when another bitter feud 
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It has been said that American soul-liberty was born in Rhode Island. 
In 1636 Roger Williams and his companions established the first settlement 
in Rhode Island, naming it Providence, in remembrance of "God's merciful 
providence." This pioneer of religious liberty had incurred the hostility of 
the Massachusetts Bay Colony by asserting that there should be complete 


separation of church and state. 


Could it be that Rhode Island, one of the first communities in the 
world to advocate freedom of conscience, has now become the citadel 
of the Roman Catholic hierarchical invasion? 

This is the version presented by one of our readers. Because of the 
“discriminatory censorship practiced upon the press" our reader feels 
compelled to give us the following picture of Rhode Island today, urging 
us to bring this matter to the attention of the American people. 

While these facts have not been verified by us in detail, we believe 
that, if this description is correct, such conditions will deeply affect the 


American way of life. 
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(this time between Irish Cath- 
olics and French Canadian Cath- 
olics) weakened the Democratic 
party. The chief cause of the Re- 
publican victory was the fact 
that the Republicans offered an 
Italian Catholic against the Irish 
Catholic of the Democrats, and 
the majority of Italians crossed 
party lines to elect one of their 
own. They returned, however, to 
the Democratic fold to defeat 
every Protestant candidate for 
the legislature, with very few 
exceptions. 

Rhode Island is represented in 
Congress by two senators and 
two representatives, and with the 
exception of Senator Greene all 
are Roman Catholics. When 
Senator Greene’s days are over, 
his place will be filled by a Cath- 
olic. 

Practically every state position 
in Rhode Island, high or low, 
elective or appointive, is filled by 
a Roman Catholic. Here is a 
small list, as an example: 

Governor, Lieutenant Governor, 
Secretary of State, Attorney 
General, and practically all sub- 
ordinate positions in that depart- 
ment. 

Nearly all of the Justices of 
the Supreme Court, Superintend- 
ent of State Police, Registrar of 
Motor Vehicles, Executive Direc- 
tor of Rhode Island Development 
Council, Chairman of Racing and 
Athletic Commission, Director of 
the Departments of: Agriculture 
and Conservation, Health, Busi- 
ness Regulations, Recreations, 
and Public Parks, etc., etc. 


As every liberty-loving Amer- 
ican would agree, a man’s religion 
is guaranteed complete freedom 
and should not be the cause of 
censure in the United States. 

So, with our Catholic public 
officials, it is not their religious 
beliefs which cause concern, but 
the by-products of their Roman 
Catholic affiliation. The following 
instances are samples of the in- 
fluence and pressures of Roman 
Catholicism upon civic life, when 
it steps into a place of authority. 


Peacetime Army 


The Director of Public Educa- 
tion is a Roman Catholic, who re- 
ceived his entire education from 
Roman Catholic parochial schools 
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and a Roman Catholic college. He 
is frequently the main speaker at 
the special activities for the Ro- 
man Catholic schools, and this 
state director of public education 
was quoted widely for the follow- 
ing statement given before the 
graduating class at St. Xavier’s 
Academy : 

“Catholic schools constitute the 
only logical peacetime standing 
army that exists. Prove by your 
example that Catholic education 
is the only education.” 

In the state legislature the 
House is overwhelmingly Roman 
Catholic and the Senate is becom- 
ing more Catholic as city popula- 
tions spread out into the smaller 
towns. This increase was has- 
tened by a law under which senate 
membership is based to some de- 
gree on population instead of 
upon political units. The big cities 
have extra senators and, natural- 
ly, every one is a Roman Catholic. 
The Speaker of each house is a 
Roman Catholic, as is also the 
majority leader in each chamber, 

Under this influence, with nev- 
er a murmur of dissent from 
Protestant members, all import- 
ant events connected with the 
Roman Catholic Church are made 
a part of the official state records, 
through the introduction of reso- 
lutions. Every time the Pope con- 
fers a fancy title on some Rhode 
Island Catholic who has made 
some extra contribution to the 
Church of Rome a resolution is 
introduced congratulating the re- 
cipient upon the great honor. 
Then this resolution must pass 
both houses, be sent to the Gov- 
ernor for his approval and signa- 
ture (which is never withheld), 
and then the document, bearing 
the state seal, is sent to the 
Church of Rome. There is seldom 
a year in which at least one such 
resolution is not introduced. 


Free Publicity 


A few years ago a Roman Cath- 
olic bishop of Providence was 
made an archbishop. When the 
House convened it transacted 
just one piece of business, a mo- 
tion to adjourn in recognition of 
the great honor bestowed upon 
Rhode Island by the Pope of 
Rome. Since Rhode Island legis- 
lators are paid for any day they

have attended the legislature, the 
Pope’s beneficence cost Rhode Is- 
land taxpayers a day’s pay for one 
hundred representatives, pages, 
doorkeepers, and various other 
incidental expenses. 


One of the first pieces of busi- 
ness when the legislature con- 
venes in January is a resolution 
extending best wishes to the Ro- 
man Catholic Church for a suc- 
cessful financial campaign. (They 
refuse to join the Community 
Fund, knowing they can apply 
far more pressure for their chari- 
ties alone.) Then the campaign, 
which is supposed to last but ten 
days, begins with about thirty 
days of publicity. All Roman 
Catholic state officials use their 
public office to boost the “appeal.” 
Chambers of Commerce and vari- 
ous other organizations join the 
band wagon. The appeal is made 
openly “to Protestants as well as 
Catholics” under the claim that 
all Catholic charity is adminis- 
tered without regard to race, 
religion, etc. 

The Providence Journal, using 
the space where purchasers of the 
paper might expect to find news, 
gives free advertising day after 
day, relieving the church of the 
bother and expense of acknowl- 
edging contributions by listing 
the contributions as to amounts, 
individuals, parishes, and 
churches. The campaign is always 
extended until it can be reported 
that the amount collected has ex- 
ceeded the contributions of the 


mutual objectives of both powers toward the preservation of the free 
world would be better attained, therefore, be it resolved that the 
General Assembly of the state of Rhode Island respectfully requests 
the President to enter earnest discussions with Pope John XXIII 
regarding the establishment of permanent diplomatic relations.”

Special Privilege 


Under a law passed by the 
General Assembly, bishops have 
been placed in a class of special 
privilege, exempt from all taxa- 
tion within the state. By this law 
the Roman Catholic bishop of 
Providence obtains whatever 
property he likes, in whatever 


_town he chooses, using it for any 


purpose he wishes, and the town 
is forbidden to levy any tax upon 
it. 

Among the properties thus 
owned, in my place of residence, 
are three which were among the 
highest tax-yielding pieces of real 
estate. Even before the recent ac- 
quisition of the third property, 
the Roman Catholic bishop of 
Providence held tax-exempt real 
estate in my town exceeding the 
amount held by the state (exclu- 
sive of the State University), 
and exceeding the property held 
by the town (exclusive of the 
schools). This tax-exempt prop- 
erty in the bishop’s name does 
not include the one-hundred- 
forty-thousand-dollar exemption 
for church, convent and rectory. 

The only church covered by the 
bishop’s exemption is a very 
small one in an outlying district, 
and the only educational facility 
covered is a kindergarten for 
about two dozen children. The

Untaxable Riches 


cee ARE IMPORTANT to us 
these days. In 1941 a two-door 
Ford sedan could be purchased in 
Pennsylvania for $641. Today, 
the taxes alone on a similar car 
would amount to that sum. Think 
of it! Eighteen years later the 
taxes equal what the car itself 
formerly cost. 


Fortunately, not all of our pos- 
sessions are subject to taxation. 
There is a story of an interview 
between a tax assessor and a 
minister. The minister said, “I 
am very rich.” “Well then, please 
list your possessions,” requested 
the tax assessor, taking out his 
book. The minister answered, “I 
have, first, eternal life; second, a 
mansion in heaven; third, joy 
unspeakable and the peace that 
passeth understanding.” The tax 
assessor put down his book with 
the comment: “You are indeed a 
rich man but none of your riches 
are taxable.” 

If tomorrow evening the tele- 
phone should ring in your home 
and someone should announce, 
“This is the XYZ Radio Station 
and we are glad to inform you 
that you are the happy winner 
of the ABC soap contest. You

have just won $25,000,” you 
would naturally be elated, but in 
the ultimate sense you would not 
be richer. 

The riches in Christ are far 
greater than silver or gold, as 
the hymn writer so beautifully 
expressed : 


Jesus, I my cross have taken, 
all to leave and follow thee; 
Destitute, despised, forsaken, 
thou from hence my all shall be. 
Perish every fond ambition, 
all I’ve sought and hoped 
and known; 
Yet how rich is my condition, God 
and heaven, are still my own. 


Our Possessions in Him 


In Ephesians, chapter 1, verses 
18 and 19, we read of Paul pray- 
ing, “that ye may know what is 
the hope of His calling, and what 
the riches of the glory of His 
inheritance in the saints, and 
what is the exceeding greatness 
of His power to us-ward who be- 
lieve, according to the working 
of His mighty power.” 

These words may puzzle some 
at first. Paul was uttering a 
prayer for the Ephesians which 








has a present application for you 
and me. Here are three petitions: 
One, that we might know what is 
the hope of His calling; two, 
what are the riches of the glory 
of His inheritance in the saints; 
and three, what is the exceeding 
greatness of His power in us 
who believe. 

Hope! Riches! Power! Hope is 
the promise of God. Riches are 
possessions ; spiritual possessions, 
yes, but they are real nonetheless. 
Promise, possessions, and then 
power! You might call these the 
three P’s, and the one we wish to 
consider here is Possessions, or 
our riches in Him. 

We may be blind to these very 
riches, and so Paul prayed that 
the eyes of our understanding be 
enlightened. This means that we 
need to have more than a mental 
knowledge of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. Our whole being needs 
understanding. I Corinthians 
says that the carnal man cannot 
know these things for they are 
spiritually discerned and only the 
Holy Spirit can reveal to us the 
“things that are freely given to 
us of God.” 


First Faith 


If we meet a person who says, 
“T won’t believe on the Lord until 
I learn all about what it means 
to be a Christian,” we know this 
one will never understand until 
he gives his heart to Christ and 
then the Lord will reveal it to 
him, 

When we are told, “Eye hath 
not seen, nor ear heard, neither 
have entered into the heart of 
man the things which God hath 
prepared for them that love 
Him,” we are staggered. This is 
beyond our experience and only 
by His Spirit may we come to 
comprehend it. 

Often a young Christian, sens- 
ing that he is on the threshold of 
a new life of discovery, will ask, 
“How can I know more about the 
Christian life?’ As a minister I 
am more than willing to give 
such a one all the time he wants. 
I yearn to sit down and talk with 
anyone who has an open heart 
and a longing to know more 
about our Lord. But it is far 
more important to urge him to 
read and re-read God’s Word, as 
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he is exhorted to do in II Timo- 
thy 2:15. Then the eyes of his 
understanding will be _ illumi- 
nated. With a new heart and a 
new mind he can come to the 
point where the Bible will fall 
beautifully into place. And he 
will be no longer groping blindly 
in a book he cannot understand. 
God wants us to know what He 
has said. 

Recently I was examining a 
very complicated diagram of a 
radio set containing quite a num- 
ber of tubes. Although I have had 
electrical engineering experience 
I know little about such a dia- 
gram myself, and to someone 
who had no training it would 
seem simply a succession of lines 
and circles, not unlike Egyptian 
hieroglyphics; for one who is ap- 
propriately trained, however, it 
can be read as easily as he can 
read English. 

God wants us to be just as pro- 
ficient in reading His Word as 
an electrical engineer is in read- 
ing a schematic diagram of a 
radio or television set. He wants 
us to be enlightened, and in par- 
ticular, he wants us to under- 
stand what very rich people we 
are in Christ. The Book of Ephe- 
sians is the treasure chest of our 
riches in Him, but God would 
have us know that this is a re- 
ciprocal relationship. 


Possessing and Possessed 


The Bible speaks of “‘the riches 
of the glory of His inheritance in 
the saints,” and we ask at once, 
Does that mean that God has an 
inheritance? We learned in Ephe- 
sians 1:11 that “we have ob- 
tained an inheritance,” and then 
in verse eighteen we read that we 
have “become an inheritance to

God.” Both are true. If we dwell 
on the scriptures we perceive 
that it is either, and actually 
both. 

We are in a very real sense 
God’s inheritance and His most 
valuable possession. It is also 
true that we have an inheritance 
in Christ that is wonderful and 
glorious. It is almost like a re- 
versible garment that may be 
turned inside out and may be 
worn either way. 

Perhaps an illustration on a 
strictly human level will clarify 
this matter. A man is employed 
by a corporation, and by great 
diligence he advances materially, 
for he is quite invaluable. He has 
been given a sphere of influence 
and, in a sense, he belongs to his 
employer and has become a very 
definite asset to his company. 

For an example of this mutu- 
ally advantageous relationship I 
am reminded of one of my boy- 
hood heroes, Dr. Charles P. Stein- 
metz. I doubt if many people 
remember his name today. A 
generation ago he was called the 
wizard of electricity; the man 
who harnessed the lightning from 
the clouds and made it possible 
for us to transmit electrical ener- 
gy over long distance. He came 
to the United States a penniless 
immigrant. This shy, timid, re- 
tiring hunchback was almost 
denied entry into this country, 
but he was a genius, carrying 
within his brain formulas of 
deepest scientific importance. He 
found his place with the General 
Electric Company, where this 
great corporation provided the 
finest laboratory and facilities in 
which he might use his talents 
for them. Their understanding 
with him was unique. He drew 
no salary. His needs were modest 


and his requirements were much 
less than his worth, but he had 
an unlimited bank account and 
General Electric honored any 
check that he might draw. Dr. 
Steinmetz was a glorious asset. 

Raising this illustration to the 
divine level we see our position 
in Christ. We belong to Him, 
and He tells us we are of great 
worth. He gives us our place to 
work, our sphere of usefulness. 
He puts at our disposal resources 
unlimited, when we are at work 
for Him. We are told we may 
ask what we will, “and it shall 
be done.” 


Our Father is Rich 


Although we have in Christ 
then a possession, an inheritance, 
and great treasure, we remember 
that in the Old Testament God 
speaks of His people as His 
“treasure.” Throughout the whole 
Bible most wonderfully we learn 
that we are more valuable as 
God’s possession than all the rest 
of His creation. And this truth 
we hold most reverently. 

Ruth Paxton said, “God did not 
want, and He was not satisfied 
only with suns and stars. He 
wanted sons and saints.” We are 
dearer to Him than all the celes- 
tial bodies, the moons and con- 
stellations that He has flung into 
space. When heaven and earth 
have passed away, the soul that 
is resting on Jesus will still be 
with the Lord. And we shall shine 
as the very brightness of the fir- 
mament. We are His treasure. 

Jesus said, “You are the light 
of the world. Let your light so 
shine before men that others may 
see your good works and glorify 
your Father who is in heaven.” 
How can we talk about giving to

“Thnottled aud Goycotted 


ie IS a well known and patent 
fact that emissaries of the Church 
of Rome have consistently en- 
deavored to impose a censorship 
upon human knowledge, current 
news, and the truth in general. 
The hierarchy in particular never 
fails to bring pressure upon the 
press in America and upon all 
other organs of public informa- 
tion in order that nothing detri- 
mental to the Roman Church be 
published. 


Goal of Catholic Society 


In 1890, a Catholic Truth So- 
ciety was organized in St. Paul, 
Minnesota, whose avowed pur- 
pose was to control the utterances 
of the press. Professor Townsend 
declared at the time: 

“Recently there has been pub- 
lished the fact that this society 
is to beg, borrow or buy space 
in the secular paper—the dailies, 
weeklies and monthlies, all over 
the civilized globe, that it may 
thereby defend and extol the 
papacy. Another purpose of this 
society is to overrun newspaper 
offices with Roman Catholic em- 
ployees, and to see that Roman 
Catholic youths are _ properly 
qualified for journalistic work... 
Another object is to control, in a 
quiet way, the utterances of those 
publications that are owned and 
controlled by men who are nomi- 
nally Protestants.” (John _ T. 
Christian, Americanism or Ro- 
manism, Which?, p. 257) 

Roman Catholics control the 
Associated Press of America, by 
virtue of the number of workers 
attached thereto. This same Prof. 
Townsend said at the turn of 
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the last century in a speech in 
Music Hall, Boston, Massachu- 
setts: “There is not a daily paper 
in Boston but has one or more 
Catholics upon its reportorial 
staff ; there is not a paper in Bos- 
ton, issuing a morning edition, 
but has one or more Roman Cath- 
olics in the editorial rooms; and 
the Protestant reporters on these 
papers know, if they should pre- 
sent facts for publication detri- 
mental to the papal church, no 
matter how true or of how much 
public interest, their communica- 
tions would never see the light. 
Such communications go from the 
editorial rooms, not to the hands 
of the compositors, but into the 
editorial wastebasket” (Jbid., p. 
261). 

What was true over a century 
ago is even more obvious at the 
present time, as the author of this 
article, and other field represent- 
atives of Christ’s Mission, can 
confirm from personal observa- 
tions in their tours around the 
country. 


“Detestable’”’ and “‘Execrable”’ 


Lord Robert Montagu, in one 
of his books (Popular Errors 
Concerning Politics and Religion, 
pp. 255, 256), denounced freedom 
of the press as the “most hurtful 
of liberties,” and declared that 
“checks should be imposed upon 
the press.” 

This defender of Roman Cath- 
olic claims quotes the “strict 
orders” issued by the Lateran 
Council (1515), under Pope Leo 
X, that nothing should be pub- 
lished unless approved by the 
bishops, and he also refers to the 


repetition of these orders by the 
Council of Trent (1545). Rules 
and injunctions relative to censor- 
ship were imposed successively 
by the following popes: Alexan- 
der VII, Clement VIII, Benedict 
XIV, and Pius VI. Gregory XVI, 
in the last century, disparaged 
freedom of the press by calling it 
“detestable” and “execrable.” 


Rome’s Throttle Hold 


According to the Constitution 
of the United States, “Congress 
shall make no laws... abridging 
the freedom of speech or of the 
press.” The Roman Catholic 
Church is clearly opposed to this 
amendment of the Constitution, 
holding that an individual is not 
to say or write anything that is 
contrary to her doctrines and 
practices, or to anything that 
would be an obstacle to her aim 
for aggrandizement. The Cath- 
olic hierarchy in the United 
States is deeply concerned about 
the press, which, when untram- 
meled, would imperil its cause. 

Catholic newspapermen, re- 
porters and editors have been 
carefully indoctrinated regarding 
their obligations to the Church 
of Rome. What is the conse- 
quence? All news favorable to 
that religious institution finds its 
way into the public press, while 
the enormous portion of unfavor- 
able news ends up in the waste 
basket. 

Rome has a throttle hold on 
the press. Catholic bishops in the 
United States exert every effort 
to dictate to the Fourth Estate, 
to muzzle its pronouncements, 
particularly with reference to

their aims in America, her at- 
tempts at political domination, 
and the activities of her clergy. 
Any infraction of the divine or 
human law by Protestant clergy- 
men receives wide news com- 
ment, while any news concerning 
the violation of God’s law by 
Catholic priests is carefully sup- 
pressed. 

How reports of priestly crimes 
are squelched is described in de- 
tail in Time magazine (Oct. 23, 
1944). Paul Blanshard gives us 
a resumé: 

“On September 11, 1944, the 
Scripps-Howard San Francisco 
News printed a brief item saying 
that a Roman Catholic priest had 
been arrested for drunken driv- 
ing with a woman companion, 
and had pleaded guilty in a 
Madera, California, courtroom. 
Other San Francisco papers were 
afraid to print the item. Msgr. 
Harold E. Collins, acting for 
Archbishop Mitty, got wind of 
the impending publication of the 
story and asked the News to sup- 
press it. A courageous editor not 
only refused, but published the 
fact ten days later that the priest 
had paid a $250.00 fine. 

“Then the Catholic hierarchy 
went to work to punish the News. 
Archbishop Mitty directed his 
clergy at a semi-annual confer- 
ence to tell their parishioners 
about the ‘antagonistic’ and ‘big- 
oted’ attitude of the News. He 
declared that if this informal 
procedure were not effective, he 
would write an official letter to 
be read in every pulpit in the 
diocese condemning the News for 
its hostility. Catholic advertising 
was temporarily withdrawn from 
the Saturday religious page of 
the paper.” (Paul Blanshard, 
American Freedom and Catholic 
Power, 1950, p. 195.) 


Threat of Boycott 


Very often, in order to intimi- 
date newspapers, the boycott is 
resorted to. Some cases in point 
are the following: 

The Public Ledger of Philadel- 
phia published some remarks 
made by Katherine Mayo regard- 
ing the Catholic mission in the 
Philippine Islands. (Time, Feb. 
15, 1937) They were judged dis- 
paraging to the Roman Catholic 
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cause. In view of insistent threats 
from the Catholics, the editor 
was constrained to apologize. 

About eight years ago, two of 
the most widely read magazines 
in the United States were the 
target of the Romanist boycott. 
The Reader’s Digest (July 1951) 
printed an article written by Lois 
Mattox Miller, entitled, ‘“Mar- 
garet Sanger: Mother of Planned 
Motherhood,” in which she de- 
fended birth control. The hier- 
archy sprang into action. Read- 
er’s Digest was withdrawn from 
113 diocesan schools because the 
article was branded as “unpatri- 
otic, un-Christian and vicious 
propaganda.” 

Newsweek published a lauda- 
tory report of Paul Blanshard’s 
“Communism, Democracy and 
Catholic Power.” The Catholic 
Pilot of Boston immediately pro- 
claimed a boycott of Newsweek. 


Courageous Author Persecuted 


Individuals, too, have been os- 
tracized and persecuted. Recall 
the story of Thomas Sugrue, a 
well known news correspondent 
and author, staff writer for the 
New York Herald Tribune, book 
reviewer for the New York 
Times, etc., who wrote a book, 
A Catholic Speaks His Mind. 

Sugrue expressed the opinion 
that “The Roman Church, at 
least in the United States, should 
change its methods and attitude 
on some things,” little expecting 
the abuse that would ensue. The 
Roman Catholic press called him 
a traitor to his church. Book 
stores were threatened with loss 
of Catholic trade if they carried 
Sugrue’s book in stock. His old 
friends and associates in the 
newspaper trade branded him as 
mentally unbalanced. Catholics 
from all over the world directed 
abusive letters to him. Several 
threats upon his life were made. 
He was beset on all sides, so 
much that his heart gave way, 
and a few months later he died. 

Here we have enough evidence 
that the Roman Catholic hier- 
archy is trying to control Ameri- 
can thought and reading. They 
strongly refuse to allow non- 
Catholics the right to read or 
hear anything not in conformity 
with the mind of Rome. 

Protestant editors are always 


in fear of losing Catholic sub- 
scribers. Threats and cajolery 
are employed to control their 
columns. Non-Catholic editors are 
often visited by Catholic priests 
and laymen and are threatened 
with boycotts if certain news 
items appear in their papers, as 
this writer has experienced dur- 
ing his tours throughout the 
country on behalf of Christ’s Mis- 
sion. 

Heywood Broun, a famous 
newspaper columnist, who has 
since passed away, referred once 
to the power of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church over the press in 
these words: 

“Still more precarious is the 
position of the New York news- 
paperman who ventures any criti- 
cism of the Roman Catholic 
Church. There is not a single 
New York editor who does not 
live in mortal terror of the power 
of this group. It is not a case of 
numbers but of organization. Of 
course, if anybody dared, nothing 
in the world would happen. If the 
Church can bluff its way into a 
preferred position, the fault lies 
not with the Catholics, but with 
the editors.” (The Converted 
Catholic, Oct. 1941, p. 212) 

Paul Blanshard writes to the 
point: “Every city editor in the 
United States knows of the un- 
official Catholic censorship of 
American news, but almost all 
publishers avoid discussion of the 
phenomenon because of the fear 
of Catholic reprisals. The hier- 
archy itself has avoided public 
discussion of its boycott tech- 
niques in recent years, and has 
resorted more and more to quiet 
pressure. It has discovered that 
public mass movements against 
courageous editors sometimes 
prove to be boomerangs. It has 
discovered also that four or five 
insiders in a Catholic diocese can 
simulate a mass movement of pro- 
test very successfully.” (Ameri- 
can Freedom and Catholic Power, 
p. 196) 


To Undermine Free Press 


On February 11, 1928, the 
Jesuit weekly America issued in- 
structions to Roman Catholics 
telling them how to treat news- 
papers that publish news deroga- 
tory to the Catholic Church:

I even believed in Jesus 
Christ, but I had never believed

Church. I took part in the youth 
organizations and can well re- 
member having won contests for 
Bible memorization, knowing the 
books of the Bible forward and 
backward. 


As it is with most young peo- 
ple, education was my goal, and 
matters of eternal value were in- 
cidental. But even through those 
busy years of school, good times 
and church activity, I continual- 
ly felt a lack of purpose and a 
deadness of spirit. 


The year before I graduated 
from New York University with 
a degree of Bachelor of Commer- 
cial Science, I was returning one 
Saturday morning by subway 
train from a research project 
when a young man, whom I bare- 
ly knew, said something that 
brought the issue into focus for 
me: was I the possessor of life 
everlasting? 





‘Search the scriptures; for in them 
ye think ye have eternal life.” 


I wondered how this young 
fellow, known as Jack Wyrtzen, 
Director of Word of Life Fellow- 
ship, could know he had eternal 
life. Although I considered my- 
self a religious person I had no 
such assurance. 


As a result of that conversa- 
tion I began to read the Bible 
avidly and think of its message 
as applicable to myself. First 
John 5:13 was searing my mind. 
I began to listen more attentively 
to the preaching of the Word, for 
the Word of God in its truth was 
being proclaimed in the church I 
attended. 

A short time later, through 
Jack Wyrtzen I was invited to 
attend a meeting of a youth 
group called the Phi Gamma 


Club. Here I heard the seven 
young people in attendance testi- 
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custom to publish experiences of converted priests, or 
at times the stories of lay-Catholic people, who have 
found the light of the Gospel. This month I would 
like to bring the testimony of the man in whose hands 
the administration of Christ’s Mission and CHRISTIAN 
HERITAGE magazine rests. 

During a time when Christ’s Mission was passing 
through some crucial days, the name of Mr. Robert 
Hawley was brought to my attention. We needed a 
business manager who would consecrate his life and 
his talents to the work of the Mission. 

Four candidates had applied for this position and 
three of them were interviewed by me, but I had had 
no leading of the Lord to accept any of them. 
Through a mutual friend I heard of Mr. Hawley 


and requested that he send me his application. I was 
in the California editorial office when I received it. 
After reading Bob Hawley’s letter three times, I asked 
my co-worker to kneel with me in thanksgiving to the 
Lord because He had sent us the very man we needed 
for Christ’s Mission and the magazine. 

“But you do not know him,” my companion 
remonstrated. 

Feeling that this man was sent to us by God, I 
replied, “Though I do not know him personally I am 
so certain that the Holy Spirit is leading Mr. Hawley 
to join our staff that I feel we should thank God now 
for His provision.” 

In a matter of days I was in my office in New 
York interviewing Mr. Hawley. I asked him to start 
work as our business manager immediately, but he 
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fy concerning their personal re- 
lationship with the Lord Jesus 
Christ. I realized that my need 
was not for some emotion or feel- 
ing but rather for a trust and 
dependence in the living Christ, 
who said, “I am come that they 
might have life, and that they 
might have it more abundantly.” 

I asked Christ to live in me as 
Lord of my life. I simply accepted 
the promise of God in John 1:12: 
“But as many as received him, to 
them gave he power to become 
the sons of God, even to them 
that believe on his name.” 


“In him was life, and the life was 
the light of men.” 


By this time I was working in 
a large insurance firm in down- 
town New York and continuing 
my studies at the Insurance In- 
stitute. But I was doing some re- 
search also as to my own spiri- 


tual assets and liabilities. You 
might say I was setting up a new 
bookkeeping system for Robert 
Hawley. To have given my life 
to Christ required a serious re- 
evaluation and self-inventory. 

The first great epoch in a new 
life in Christ, after the awe and 
wonder of its dawning, is when 
there breaks upon one’s mind the 
knowledge that our Lord has a 
purpose for his life. 

“What does God do all day?” 
once asked a little boy. One could 
wish that more grown-up people 
would ask so very real a question. 
Unfortunately many of us Chris- 
tians are too often only unthink- 
ing children. It does not occur to 
us that God is engaged in any 
particular work in the world. 
Like children many of us continue 
to be satisfied with a personal 
father who satisfies our personal 
needs. Yet Jesus said: “My Fa- 


ther worketh hitherto, and I 
work.” 

I could see that the whole Body 
of Christ would suffer to some ex- 
tent if one member of that Body 
were to fail to function. Someone 
has said: “Think of the trail of 
tragedy resulting from the chain 
reaction set in motion by one man 
out of place in the plan of God.” 

I could hear Paul’s words, and 
God speaking through him to me: 
“I beseech you therefore, breth- 
ren, by the mercies of God, that 
ye present your bodies a living 
sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto 
God, which is your reasonable 
service. And be not conformed to 
this world: but be ye trans- 
formed by the renewing of your 
mind, that ye may prove what 
is that good, and acceptable, and 
perfect will of God.” (Romans 
12:1-2) 

So I had come to the place 
where I seriously asked, ““What is 
God doing? And what must I be 
doing, if He abides in me?” Un- 
der the Lordship of Christ I took 
six years of evening Bible School 
at National Bible Institute and 
Hawthorn Evening Bible School. 
I knew I must study that I might 
be a workman that need not be 
ashamed. 


“For me to live is Christ.”’ 


No longer did I wonder about 
life. I had found life itself. I knew 


was at that time connected with another enterprise. 
Through God’s intervention he was able to be released 
and shortly thereafter began his administrative duties 
with Christ’s Mission. 

The eight years that have elapsed since that time 
have been years of blessing because of Mr. Hawley’s 
devotion to the cause we serve. We indeed praise God 
for his consecration and dedication to the task of 
fulfilling his duties. I commend him to the prayers of 
all our readers, for in his many avenues of service he 
needs the leading of the Holy Spirit. His personal 
work among the ex-priests is a true missionary en- 
deavor. 

Our lives are like candles that burn themselves 
until the end, not for our own benefit but for those 
who are dependent upon us for the light. 

People often have the misconception that wit- 
nessing and presenting the Word of God is to be 
limited to ministers alone, but those who are born 
again Christians and who have the testimony of the 
Spirit in their lives are busy wherever they may be, 
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serving God. When Bob Hawley is outside the Mission 
he is still preaching, trying unostentatiously to do 
what he believes to be God’s will, and his ministry is 
most effective. 


Mr. Hawley gave up a commercial position, sacri- 
ficing the greater comforts and future attainments of 
such endeavors. But in so doing, he became one of 
those most fortunate of all individuals, for God is 
ceaselessly putting His infinite resources fully at the 
disposal of those who have given all to Him. What 


others may call a sacrifice is for him no sacrifice at all. 


God has blessed Bob Hawley with a lovely, con- 
secrated wife, five splendid children, and a home 
where Christ-centered warmth and fellowship reign. 


Positive as I was eight years ago that Mr. Hawley 
was the man for Christ’s Mission, I am just as assured 
today that he was sent to us by God. It is with joy 
and gratitude that I introduce to the readers of 
CHRISTIAN HeriraGE the Business Manager of Christ’s 
Mission, “the man behind the scenes.”

why I was here. I knew where I 
was going. I knew God had a pur- 
pose and a plan for my life, and 
to the best of my ability I began 
to witness and testify concerning 
what the Lord Jesus Christ had 
done for me.

prisons, youth meetings, CCC 
camps, radio and _ conference 
work, street preaching, some

Upon returning from the 
service, therefore, I again re- 
turned to business life, this time

come to Christ’s Mission in an 
administrative capacity. 

The thrill of living for our 
Lord, day by day, has been shared 
by my wonderful wife Gladys, 
who has been a faithful Christian 
down through the years.

put Him first, regardless of our 
own desires or plans, and to the 
best of our ability we have done 
this through His grace. While 
many times this has presented 
difficulties and problems, through 
all we have had the joy of serving 
the Saviour, whom to know and 
the power of His resurrection is 
to be safe and secure with heaven 
as our portion, joint heirs with 
the Lord Jesus Christ.

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The Bible Is a Bond 


The story of Jonah and the whale is 
a parable, the “sun standing still” dur- 
ing the battle Joshua fought at Gibeon 
is a poetic expression meaning there 
was thick darkness all over the battle- 
field due to a storm; the liturgy of the 
early Church helped to determine the 
language and structure of parts of the 
Gospels. These and many other “new” 
conclusions are found in the most re- 
cent Catholic scholarly publications, 
works of such high esteem as the new 
edition of the Bible by the Dominicans 
in Jerusalem. These conclusions are 
the result of objective studies in the 
literary forms af ancient languages, by 
both Catholic and non-Catholic biblical 
scholars. Agreement of scholars on 
these points does not mean, of course, 
that the books of Jonah, Joshua and 
the Evangelists are any the less inspired 
words of God. It means simply that 
the modern sciences of philology and 
archeology have given us a more ac- 
curate understanding of the Bible. 


The 1943 encyclical of Pope Pius 
XII on biblical studies, Divino Afflante 
Spiritu, encouraged Catholic scholars 
to take advantage of every advance in 
history, archeology and linguistics in 
order to find the sense originally in- 
tended by the biblical authors. A vast 
amount of excellent and objective work 
in these sciences had been done by 
Protestants. Catholic scholars, there- 
fore, following the directive of Pope 
Pius XII, adopted whatever was solidly 
and scientifically established by Protes- 
tant scholars while they were making 
their own investigations. As a result, 
Brendan McGrath, O.S.B., president of 
the Catholic Biblical Association of 
America, declared in his address to the 
1959 meeting of the association that 
progress in Catholic biblical scholarship 
was due “in no small measure” to the 
“altogether admirable” willingness of 
Catholic scholars to avail themselves of 
the “assured results” and “fruitful 
labors” of their non-Catholic colleagues. 


Fr. McGrath pointed out that there 
is no question for Catholic scholars of 
any compromise of defined Catholic 
faith. At the same time he could say 
at the conclusion of his address: 


The goal is what it has always been 
for genuine Scripture studies, to come 
to know ever more perfectly and com- 
pletely what the Word of God is saying 
to us. And if we can make any prog- 
ress toward that goal with the assist- 
ance of a suggestion of Gregory of 
Nyssa or Theodore of Mopsuestia, of 
Maimonides or Luther, of Lagrange 
or Bultmann, or anyone else, so much 
the better, for it is truth that we are 
after and God is in no way limited 
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with regard to the manner in which He 
condescends to make His truth known 
to us. 


. . . Some biblical scholars think that 
agreement in linguistic studies has 
reached the point where a uniform 
translation of the Bible acceptable to 
both Catholics and Protestants is a 
real possibility. Fr. Jones looks for it 
in the near future, and the late Robert 
A. Dyson, S.J., professor of exegesis at 
the Pontifical Biblical Institute in Rome 
for 20 years, thought there was not a 
single Protestant scholar who would 
not accept the idea of a unified Bible. 
Since Catholics and Protestants use the 
same critical editions of the biblical 
manuscripts as the basis for their work, 
it would seem an easy step to a joint 
translation of the Bible for the Chris- 
tian people. 


The English-speaking people came 
close to something like it when Bernard 
Cardinal Griffin, Archbishop of West- 
minster, gave permission to a group of 
British Catholic scholars for publica- 
tion of a commentary on the Bible 
that would present the Revised Stand- 
ard Version of the text. The Revised 
Standard Version of the Bible, often 
referred to as RSV, is the work of a 
group of Protestant scholars who re- 
vised the American Standard Version 
of 1901, which had been a revision of 
the King James Version, published in 
1611. The plan of the British Catholic 
scholars called for some revisions— 
about twenty—but the Cardinal died 
before the project could be carried 
out. Whether the RSV, adapted for 
Catholics, meets the needs, or whether 
some newly made translation would 
be required, is a matter for further 
discussion. 


. .. If the working out of a common 
translation might help to solve the dis- 
pute about the “apocryphal” books, it 
could still more easily put an end to 
different numberings of the Command- 
ments, different numberings of the 
Psalms and different spellings of bibli- 
cal names. Abbot Christopher Butler, 
the English Benedictine scholar, wrote 





recently: “What a wonderful achieve- 
ment it would be if we could agree 
with the Protestants on one modern 
translation of the whole Bible, such 
that they and we could use it in our 
theology and ‘ecumenical’ discussion!” 
It would, indeed, be a great achieve- 
ment in the history of Christianity if 
cooperation in biblical scholarship 
could give us a common translation of 
the Bible. We would then be talking 
about the same Commandments, and 
there would be hope for better observ- 
ance of the one great commandment.

Stiffer Penances 


Vita Pastorale, the official Vatican 
weekly review, called on_ priests 
throughout the world today to make 
penances stiffer for certain sins. 


The appeal was reported to have the 
support of Pope John. 


In an editorial, the review said: 
“Penalties for sin, while being curative, 
must also really punish. In the future, 
the murmuring of a number of Ave 
Marias should not be considered suffi- 
cient amendment for sins of adultery, 
pride, greed, jealousy and avarice— 
especially where the priest considers 
that the penitent may soon repeat the 
same act.” 


The review, circulated to Catholic 
priests, continued: “When a sinner vio- 
lates the moral code to enjoy some 
forbidden pleasure, he should be made 
to suffer accordingly.” 


It suggested that penances might in- 
clude giving up smoking, drinking, or 
the use of salt and pepper, refraining 
from the use of “I” for a number of 
days, or from expressing personal 
opinions. 

It also suggested giving up movies 
and parties; getting up earlier than 
usual and working harder; going out 
of the way to be nice to others, and 
giving to the needy the things the 
sinner cherishes most.

THE 
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“Ye shall know the truth, and 
the truth shall make you free.” 


To HOLD TO the dogma of 
the Roman Catholic Church, 
which teaches that the Pope is 
infallible, is to deny the God- 
given, truth-created freedom of 
the Christian individual. To be- 
lieve that the Pope is infallible is 
to deny the right of private judg- 
ment to all Christians except the 
Pope. You cannot believe in the 
priesthood of all believers and in 
papal infallibility at the same 
time, nor can you believe in the 
right of private judgment and 
the infallibility of the Holy See 
at the same time. You must make 
a choice between these two. The 
Roman Catholic Church demands 
submissive obedience to author- 
ity. The Protestant churches 
challenge us to responsible inde- 
pendence. The Roman Church, 
with its rigid discipline and to- 
talitarian authority, and with its 
strict censorship, has throttled 
thought and imprisoned the hu- 
man spirit. Protestantism has 
won the birthright of freedom 
for men because it has stimulated 
independence of religious thought 
and has promoted free inquiry 
into truth. 

The text says: “You shall know 
the truth.” It is important to em- 
phasize the word “you.” “You 
shall know the truth and the 
truth shall make you free,” and 
you shall not relinquish that free- 
dom nor allow it to be taken from 
you by any form of totalitarian- 
ism, either ecclesiastical or politi- 
cal. A dictator denies Christian 
liberty whether the symbol of 
that dictatorship is red stars 
worn on the lapels of Russian 
uniforms or a triple tiara worn 
on the head of a Pope. 








The Priesthood of the Believer 


Paul wrote to the Romans that 
“the just shall live by faith.” 
During the years of the Middle 
Ages this truth was nearly lost 
to religion. The church had come 
to teach that certain meritorious 
works prescribed by the church 
were the key to salvation. It re- 
mained for Luther and other re- 
formers to tell the world that the 
Pope does not have supernatural 
powers and that he is not in- 
fallible. Inspired reformers like 
Luther repudiated the authority 
of church councils over the souls 
of men. The Protestant Reforma- 
tion brought into focus the truth 
that every Christian is a priest 
and has direct access to God by 
faith, thus breaking the iron rule 
of the church over men’s souls 
and freeing the Christian believer 
from the vise-like grip of un- 
scriptural dogmas and the domi- 
nation of a priestly caste. 

Protestants believe that “a 
minister is an ambassador of 
Christ, a shepherd of a flock, a 
teacher of the truth, but they do 
not hold that a man serving in 
these capacities becomes, by vir- 
tue of his office and the work he 
does, a distinct and superior be- 
ing. All the officers and members 
of the Protestant church are on 
the same level, without distinc- 
tion, although there may be dif- 
ferent avenues of service. They 
are all one in Christ and stand in 
the same position in His sight.” 
(George A. Crapullo, The Protes- 
tant Faith, p. 15) 


A Thinking Man’s Religion 


Protestantism is a_ thinking 
man’s religion, and each one de- 
termines for himself just how he 
shall interpret the Holy Word, by 
the guidance of the Holy Spirit. 
To be sure, we can help each oth- 
er to a fuller understanding, but 
no man will say that he has the 
final word. We remember the 
words of a great clergyman of 
the past: “More light shall break 
forth.” You shall know the truth, 
but you don’t know it all today, 
nor do I. I hope to know more of 
the truth ten or twenty years 
from now, and I hope you will too. 

I like what John MacMurray 
says in his book Reason and Emo- 
tion: 
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“Thought may be disciplined, 
as it was in medieval times, by 
authority. Medieval dogmatism 
said to the thinker: ‘This is the 
truth. You must learn to think in 
such a way that you reach such 
and such conclusions. If you do 
not, your thinking is bad think- 
ing, because we know that these 
conclusions are the true ones.’ 
Such a discipline of thought, as 
we should all agree, is a repres- 
sion of thought. It succeeds in 
securing conformity in all think- 
ers, and so in avoiding contro- 
versy and strife. But it does so 
by destroying the very springs of 
real thinking. Compared with 
this, scientific thought is free and 
undogmatic. But it is not undis- 
ciplined. It finds its discipline in 
the effort to know, in the spon- 
taneous intellectual activity itself. 
It is disciplined by the necessity 
of securing a real conformity of 
its ideas to that which it thinks 
about. The result is a multiplicity 
of theories and conclusions. Yet 
we all agree that such freedom is 
the very life-blood of thought; 
and in theory, at least, we stand 
for the liberty of the individual 
to think for himself.” (Reason 
and Emotion, p. 68f) 


Let Us Reason Together 


If we are consistent we shall 
not claim that any one creed or 
any one catechism has the final 
say, for always behind the creeds 
and catechisms stands the Word 
of God, and each Christian is 
duty-bound to search the Scrip- 
tures and find the truth there for 
himself. A creed will begin “I 
believe,” not merely because 
someone has so formulated the 
phraseology, but because indi- 
viduals have hammered out the 
beliefs of the creed on the anvil 
of their own searching of the 
Scriptures. 

No church or church council 
dare set itself up as the final 
arbiter of truth. The Church is 
not meant to be a totalitarian 
institution that lords it over man- 
kind. To be such would seriously 
hamper the influence of the 
Church, for authority inspires 
fear, and the perfect love which 
is supposed to be the hall-mark 
of the Christian Church casts out 
fear. The Church is a fellowship 
of love, not a strait-jacket for 
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men’s minds, hearts and souls. 
We ridicule the ancient Chinese 
for their practice of foot-binding, 
but are often unconcerned about 
religious mind-binding. We dare 
not exchange hope and freedom 
for ecclesiastic domination. 

As John Lord says, in Beacon 
Lights of History: “Who can sit 
in judgment on the ways in 
which Providence is seen to act? 
May He (God) not choose such 
instruments as He pleases?” 
(Vol. 7, p. 80) 


The right of private judgment 
is one of the most precious prin- 
ciples of the Protestant Refor- 
mation. Without it you cannot 
believe in the priesthood of all 
believers, you cannot believe in 
salvation by faith alone, you can- 
not even believe in the supreme 
authority of the Bible. So we 
must cherish for ourselves, and 
for all men, the right of private 
judgment—even their right to 
differ with us on important as- 
pects of faith. 

Conscience, if we understand 
it correctly, is a God-given facul- 
ty of the human soul. And yet 
Pope Pius IX, in an encyclical 
letter addressed to all Roman 
Catholic Bishops, denounced as 
erroneous and pernicious the idea 
that “liberty of conscience and 
worship is the right of every 
man.” 


On the other hand, when 





portance is that if we do not 
maintain the right of private 
judgment, we deny the power 
and influence of the Holy Spirit 
of God, and to deny the Holy 
Spirit His right in our lives is 
the unpardonable sin. God is all- 
powerful, we believe, and yet God 
Himself has seen fit to put limi- 
tations upon His authority, lest 
He violate the freedom of the 
crown of His creation—man. One 
evidence of this self-limitation of 
God is shown in the fact that the 
Holy Spirit will not work through 
closed minds—whether they are 
closed by the pope, the church, 
or the individual. But the “Holy 
Spirit will guide you into all 
truth.” (John 16:13) And our 
text tells us: “You shall know 
the truth, and the truth shall 
make you free.” 


The Price of Principle 


A vivid illustration of the price 
of defense of the principle of pri- 
vate judgment is Joan of Are. 
Born January sixth, 1412, she 
was a member of the Roman 
Catholic Church. Yet the Roman 
Church imprisoned her, kept her 
in an iron cage, chained by the 
neck, hands and feet, and allowed 
no spiritual privileges of the 
church such as attendance at 
mass, or confession. Still a mem- 
ber of the Roman Church she was 





Luther was told to recant certain 
books he had written and certain 
statements he had made he said: 
“It is impossible for me to recant 
unless I am to be wrong by the 
testimony of Scripture or by evi- 
dent reasoning; my conscience 
is bound by the Word of God, 
and it is neither safe nor honest 
to act against one’s conscience. 
God help us. Amen.” 


Guided by the Holy Spirit 
What is perhaps of prime im- 





burned at the stake as a heretic 
by the Roman Catholic Church 
on May 30, 1431. She was canon- 
ized as a saint by that same 
church on May 16, 1920. 

The Encyclopedia Brittanica 
says: “The sentence passed on 
Joan of Are was revoked by the 
pope on the 7th of July, 1456, and 
since then it has been the custom 
of Catholic writers to uphold the 
reality of her divine inspiration.” 
(Vol. 15, 11th Edition, 1911, p. 
421) We may point out the futil- 
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ity of “upholding the reality of 
her divine inspiration” after her 
life had been injudiciously taken 
from her. Canonization and ele- 
vation to sainthood can hardly 
wash the “crimson spot” of this 
crime from the bloody hands of 
the hierarchy. 

There are many aspects of the 
life of this girl that would cap- 
ture our fancy. She became a 
legend in her own lifetime, but 
all that she did ran counter to 
the authority of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church. 

She believed that she heard 
voices—revelations of truth—God 
speaking to her personally. For 
this she was denounced as a mad 
heretic by her church. For the 
Roman Church was the only re- 
pository of truth, and only 
through the church did truth 
come to the people. Only through 
the church could God_ speak. 
There was no other way. 

This is the principle upon which 
Joan’s life hinged. It was because 
she believed that there was a 
power higher than the church, 
namely, God, that she was “‘tried”’ 
and finally burned, “executed so 
cruelly under the superintendence 
of a Christian bishop.” (John 
Lord, p. 100) 

We have placed the word 
“tried” in quotes, for it could 
scarcely be said that there was a 
“trial” in the modern use of the 
term. “There was no room in the 
same court for Cauchon and for 
liberty of speech. The slightest 
dissentient murmur was instantly 
suppressed. It was quite clear 
who meant to be master in that 
court. (p. 287f) 


“The whole trial was a pre- 
ordained and tragic farce. (p. 
288) She had no one whatsoever 
to defend her. She was granted 
no advocate: no single witness 
was -called on her behalf: no sin- 
gle member of the party favor- 
able to her was among her judges: 
no one dared to raise his voice to 
assist or direct her: no formal 
indictment was read to her until 
the end.” (V. Sackville-West, 


Saint Joan of Arc, p. 289) 


Little wonder that John Lord 
writes in Beacon Lights of His- 
tory: “It would seem that her 
greatest enemies were in the 
Church and the universities. (p. 
78) 


Nothing perhaps on our 
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earth has ever been done more 
diabolically under the forms of 
ecclesiastical law, nothing can be 
more atrocious than the hypocri- 
sies and acts of inquisitors.” (p. 
98) 

On the basis of what took place 
at Rouen we are led to say: Ec- 
clesiastical “justice” in the hands 
of an authoritarian church may 
not be justice at all but mere self- 
interest. 


The Real Issue 


For brevity, let me quote a 
paragraph from V. Sackville- 
West’s biography, the reading of 
which started my thinking for 
this article: 

“The question of her submis- 
sion to the Church, which to our 
way of thinking seems far more 
vital to the judges of an ecclesi- 
astic court than the question 
whether she wore a skirt or 
breeches, was of course implicit 
throughout the whole of the trial, 
even though it appears to play a 
subordinate part in the interro- 
gation, and was in fact not spe- 
cifically mentioned until the trial 
had been going on for nearly four 
weeks. It was then (March 15) 
that Cauchon and six others vis- 
ited her in her prison, and asked 
her for the first time whether she 
would abide by the decisions of 
the Church, as was her duty, 
should it be found that she had 
acted against the faith. She re- 
plied that her answers (given at 
the earlier hearing in Poitiers) 
should be read by the clerks, and 
that she should then be told 
whether they contained anything 
opposed to the Christian faith, 
when she would lay the matter 
before her Counsel, meaning her 
voices, and then would declare to 
them what the Counsel had said. 

“She did add that she would 
not persist in any opposition to 
the Christian faith as ordained 
by God, but it was evident that 
she was not giving the answers 
she ought to have given if she 
wished to save her life. She was, 
in fact, proving herself guilty of 
the major offence (as the Rev. 
Herbert Hurston, 8.J. writes) of 
adhering ‘steadfastly to the prin- 
ciple of private judgment which 
was in conflict with the attitude 
of simple obedience exacted by 
the Church.’” (p. 303f) 








Private Judgment vs. Church 


As Miss West continues: 
“Father Thurston’s clear and au- 
thoritative words really summa. 
rize the whole matter. In setting 
the judgment of her voices, i.e., 
her own private source of revela- 
tion, above the judgment of those 
appointed as God’s representative 
on earth, she was of course vio- 
lating a major law of the 
Church. The Church Militant on 
earth permits no such direct ap- 
peal to the Church Triumphant » 
in Heaven. By claiming to act 
under the direct guidance of 
Heaven, Jeanne (Joan) was com- 
mitting the unpardonable sin of 
short-circuiting the Bishop of 
Beauvais and all his colleagues.” 


The Church of Rome restricts 
the right of private judgment to- 
day, teaching that no man has a 
right to worship God in any way 
other than the Roman Catholic 
way, and where Roman Catholics 
dominate a nation the govern- 
ment has the “duty” of prevent- 
ing the spread of Protestant 
ideas. It is still true, as Louis 
Veuilet, the French Catholic writ- 
er has said: “When we are a 
minority, we ask for religious 
liberty in the name of your 
[Protestant] principle. When we 
are a majority, we refuse it in 
the name of ours.”’ With talk of 
a Roman Catholic presidential 
candidate, we would be wise to 
keep this in mind. 


The authority of the church 
that burned a young girl at the 
stake in 1431, is stoning Protes- 
tants in Spain, in Colombia, and 
in other South American coun- 
tries today. The authoritarian 
church which claims to be the 
only “true church,” which told a 
young girl what she must believe, 
is still telling your neighbors and 
mine what they may and may not 
believe—upon pain of excom- 
munication. 

The authoritarian church which 
seeks to exercise complete control 
over its adherents from the 
cradle to the grave—and even 
beyond through its dogma of pur- 
gatory—and which denied the 
right of private judgment to a 
young peasant girl of France, 
would deny you the same right if 
it were in a majority in the Unit- 
ed States of America.

balance is used for homes for 
nuns or monks, for vacation re- 
treats for Catholics, three houses 
which the bishop rented—al- 
though the town could not levy 
any tax upon them. 

Nothing has aroused more in- 
tense feeling against the Roman 
Catholic Church than this steady 
draining away of taxes. Protes- 
tants are stirred to indignation 
over this subject. 


Discriminatory Scholarships 


Over a third of state funds for 
scholarships goes to two Roman 
Catholic colleges. The other two- 
thirds is of course open to the 
aid of Catholics as well as Prot- 
estants. 

It is interesting to note that 
Salve Regina College (a Roman 
Catholic college for girls) with 
an enrollment of but 181 received 
$15,000, while Brown University, 
a non-denominational school, with 
an enrollment of over 3,000 re- 
ceived $23,000. Although Roman 
Catholic Providence College en- 
rolls a thousand less students 
than Brown, it receives $2,000 
more than Brown. The state’s 
scholarship gift of $15,000 for 
Salve Regina College’s small en- 
rollment of 181 was appropriated 
upon the earnest recommendation 
of the Roman Catholic Director 
of Public Education. He said in 
addressing that college: ““Never 
forget that you are an integral 
part of public education.” 


Taxpayers Pay for Mass 


On the occasion of the celebra- 
tion of the arrival of Rocham- 
beau and the French fleet at New- 
port, the General Assembly ap- 
propriated $10,000 of taxpayers’ 
monies toward the expense. But 
when the day arrived Rhode Is- 
landers found that it had turned 
into a celebration for “‘the saying 
of the first mass at Newport.” 
Protestants held services quietly 
within their churches. The Ro- 
man Catholics took possession of 
the public square and of the 
street leading from dock to 
square. The Bishop of Providence 
and other high church digni- 
taries marched up the street, es- 
corted by the Knights of Colum- 
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bus. The sides of the streets were 
reserved for various Roman 
Catholic organizations. Mass was 
said in the public square.

1. Do not attack a magazine 
or newspaper through its editor- 
ial department, but act through 
the business office. 

2. When a magazine or news- 
paper is attacking your religion, 
write to the business manager 
and inform him that you will 
not buy the offending periodical 
again, and mean it. 


3. Call the attention of your 
friends to the insult and request 
them to call it to the attention of 
their friends. They, too, should 
write, and pledge themselves not 
to buy any offending paper, and 
mean it. 

4. Call the attention of the 
merchants with whom you deal 
to the insults and tell them that 
as long as they advertise in any 
offending paper, you will not buy 
their goods, and mean it. 

5. Call the attention of your 
pastor to the insults and suggest 
that he have the people pledge 
themselves never to buy any 
magazine or newspaper that in- 
sults the Faith, and never to deal 
with merchants who advertise in 
such periodicals, and mean it. 

6. Tell your newsdealer that 
as long as you see in a magazine 
or newspaper on his stand an 
open insult to you, you will not 
buy from him, and mean it. 

7. Call the attention of your 
local Catholic paper to the insult, 
but suggest to the editors not to 
give free publicity by naming the 
offender, rather to sound the slo- 
gan, “We will never buy a paper 
or magazine that insults our 
Faith. We mean it!” 

These instructions are followed 
by all the clergy throughout the 
country. When a representative 
of Christ’s Mission was to speak 
in an evangelical church in Velva, 
North Dakota, for example, the 
local Catholic pastor addressed 
letters to all the local Protestant 
businessmen asking them what 
they thought of this individual 
who had come into town allegedly 
to create confusion, in this man- 


ner trying indirectly to intimate 
that boycott was in store for 
anyone who was in favor of the 
former priest. When an item ap- 
peared in the newspaper about 
the forthcoming meeting, the edi- 
tor received threats and reproofs. 

Evangelical Christians should 
assert their constitutional and 
God-given rights, and proclaim 
loudly the injustices of the Ro- 
man Catholic menace and threat 
to our precious freedom.

the possession which an 
American values most is his 
doilar. But there are hidden 
treasures in the American 
dollar more valuable than 
the metal of which it is 
constituted. It has a 
personality which is 
symbolized in the four 


inscriptions it bears. 


Part Two 


E Pluribus Unum 


The first of these inscriptions 
speaks of unity and brotherhood. 
We hear other nations mouth 
such terms, but with what a dif- 
ference in meaning! They claim 
they are disposed to be our broth- 
ers, but how, and at what price? 

“We will all be brothers if you 
insist,” a totalitarian govern- 
ment may concede, “but on one 
condition: that all the others will 
come after me, that I will be the 
eldest brother, and that society, 
our common mother, will honor 
my birthright and my services 
by giving me a double portion.” 

In contrast to this egocentric 
philosophy of modern-day inter- 
national Cains, the brotherhood 
represented in the silver dollar 
seeks to uphold the spirit of love, 
freedom, and mutual respect. It 
honors and practices the Golden 
Rule and defends human rights. 
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In the exercise of these pre- 
rogatives the high and the low, 
the rich and the poor, the giver 
and the receiver, capital and 
labor, government and _ people 
can sit around the table and 
argue without liquidating the 
“small” for opposing the “big.” 
Mr. Morgan, the capitalist, and 
his chauffeur, Jerry, can discuss 
things in the spirit of give-and- 
take without the use of a gun. 
That is unity; that is brother- 
hood; that is freedom. 

“Who is my neighbor?” is a 
question that was posed two 
thousand years ago. The parable 
of the Good Samaritan teaches 
us that spiritual brotherhood is 
the only basis for unity and har- 
mony. Without love and sacri- 
ficial concern for others, brother- 
hood is an empty word. 


Peace 


Peace is the second inscription 
that appears on the silver dollar. 
Peace cannot be attained in an 
atmosphere of ruthless ambition 
and a spirit of exploitation, nor 
can it be imposed at the point of 
a bayonet, the technique em- 
ployed by totalitarian dictators 
accustomed to the law of the 
jungle. 

With hopes as high as the 
heavens we have established the 
United Nations, but we are far- 
ther from peace today than at 
any other time in history. These 
physical gatherings intended to 
establish concord and_ under- 
standing have only produced a 
sadly disunited colony of people. 
We have built a Lake Success, 
but the dictators, whose sole am- 
bition is to control the world, 
have made a mockery of its at- 
tempt to produce peace. 

While national leaders have 
been speaking of peace, our 


American forces have suffered 
over 123,000 casualties in twenty- 
eight months of bloody battles 
on the muddy soil of Korea. It is 
time for us to remember what 
Albert Einstein told us a while 
ago: 

“A tank is a defense against 
bullets, but there is no defense in 
science against a weapon which 
can destroy civilization. Our de- 
fense is not in armaments nor in 
going underground. Our defense 
is in law and order. In the light 
of new knowledge, the human 
race must adapt its thinking.” 


Liberty 


Liberty is the next golden in- 
scription that the American coin 
exhibits. Every time we stand 
before our national symbol we 
proclaim “liberty and justice for 
all.” In the attitude of the Statue 
of Liberty, vigilant and with her 
torch burning day and _ night, 
America stands at the crossroads 
of the world as the only light and 
guarantee to defend and guide 
mankind to safe shores. The eyes 
of the world, dimmed by the 
suffering of tyrannical oppres- 
sion, turn to the light that Amer- 
ica holds for the lost. 

It was from the United States 
of America, during the crucial 
hours of struggle for South 
American independence, that Si- 
mon Bolivar received inspiration 
to transplant the message of 
freedom in the southern conti- 
nent. At the tomb of George 
Washington he made a promise 
to himself that he would live to 
liberate his continent from the 
harsh exactions of Spain. His 
heroic endeavors climaxed in tri- 
umph. When his task was fin- 
ished, the Peruvian government 
gave him one million dollars in 
recognition of his patriotic serv- 
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ice to the cause of liberty. 

But liberators are not paid with 
salary! With the money still in 
his hands, he went to seek other 
victims of oppression. Buying 
one thousand slaves and gather- 
ing them at a certain place, he 
proclaimed freedom to them: “Go, 
you are free now. You do not 
belong to your former task- 
masters. Live as free men.” 

Later on he wrote, “This was 
the hour of my greatest happi- 
ness when I told those one thou- 
sand slaves that they were now 
free. As they heard the word 
‘freedom,’ I saw heaven smiling 
in their faces, and that made me 
really happy.” 

Abraham Lincoln enjoyed a 
similar experience when he suc- 
ceeded in breaking the chains of 
slavery in America. We should 
do well to heed Lincoln’s advice 
to some released slaves as they 
pressed upon him on his visit to 
Richmond after the fall of that 
city : 

“My poor friends,” he said, 
“you are free; free as the air. 
You can cast off the name of 
slave and trample on it. It will 
come to you no more. Liberty is 
your birthright; God gave it to 
you as He gave it to others, and 
it is a sin that you have been 
deprived of it for so many years. 
But you must try to deserve this 
priceless boon. Let the world see 
that you merit it and that you 
are able to maintain it by your 
good works. Don’t let your joy 
carry you into excesses. Learn 
the laws and obey them. Obey 
God’s commandments and thank 
Him for giving you liberty for it 
is to Him you owe all things.. .” 

It is axiomatic that no one can 
give what he does not have. How 
then can we expect a proper re- 
action to the responsibilities of 
freedom from people who have 
never known them, unless we 
show them by our example? Born 
and reared under the rule of 
tyrannical powers, they are mere 
pawns. Their sense of responsi- 
bility is dead. 

What a different soil America 
offers to her children! All her 
glorious heritage and her basic 
principles of life and freedom are 
inculcated in them from the time 
they are born. Every time the 
American child salutes his flag 
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and repeats the oath of allegiance 
he is taught to pledge loyalty to 
the doctrines which constitute 
the cornerstone of the American 
Constitution. Thus when he 
comes to maturity he is slow to 
abuse his privilege but quick to 
fulfill his responsibilities and 
alert to make others understand 
the price his forefathers paid for 
his freedom. 


In God We Trust 


A century ago America was 
still a very young nation, yet its 
greatness had already surpassed 
that of centuries-old empires. 
The power of its moral strength 
had reached far beyond its geo- 
graphical boundaries. Influenced 
by its character and leadership, 
statesmen of Europe and the rest 
of the world looked upon America 
as the guidepost of the future. 

Among the superior minds of 
that epoch was that of the French 
writer Alexis Tocqueville, who 
paid one of the highest tributes 
to this country. After visiting 
America and studying its people 
and its institutions, Tocqueville 
wrote a book in which he ex- 
pressed his convictions in elo- 
quent testimonies such as the 
following: 

“I sought for the greatness and 
genius of America in her com- 
modious harbors and her ample 
rivers, and it was not there; in 
her fertile fields and boundless 
prairies, and it was not there; in 
her rich mines and her vast world 
commerce, and it was not there. 
Not until I went to the churches 
of America and heard her pulpits 
aflame with righteousness did I 
understand the secret of her 
genius and power. America is 
great because she is good, and if 
America ever ceases to be good, 
America will cease to be great.” 

It was not chance which 
prompted the designers of our 
currency to cut deep in the coined 
metal the inscription, “In God 
We Trust,” the most solid pillar 
of our national stability, the most 
feared and hated words in the 
ears of the enemies of democracy. 
In the conviction that “God gov- 
erns in the affairs of men,” 
America finds the secret of its 
power. 

It is in this truth that man 


finds his greatest security and 
the defense for his personality. 
Once personality is destroyed, he 
becomes the easy conquest of any 
despot and is soon led down the 
dark road of submission and slav- 
ery. As long as America keeps 
repeating “In God we trust,” 
there will not be enough tyrants 
to silence that voice nor sufficient 
weapons to kill the spirit of the 
nation. How apt is the warning 
uttered by William Penn: “Men 
must be governed by God or they 
will be ruled by tyrants.” 


Washington understood this 
truth and in time of conflict 
leaned on God for light and 
wisdom. 


“When I contemplate the inter- 
position of Providence, as it was 
visibly manifest in guiding us 
through the Revolution,” he 
wrote in 1783, in his letter to the 
governors of the states, “I feel 
myself oppressed and almost 
overwhelmed with a sense of 
divine munificence. No people can 
be bound to acknowledge and 
adore an invisible hand which 
conducts the affairs of men more 
than the people of the United 
States. Every step by which they 
have advanced to the character 
of an independent nation seems 
to have been distinguished by 
some token of Providential agen- 
cy ... Of all the dispositions and 
habits which lead to political 
prosperity, religion and morality 
are indispensable supports. In 
vain would that man claim the 
tribute of patriotism who should 
labor to subvert these great pillars 
of human happiness, these firm- 
est proofs of the duties of men 
and of citizens.” 


Benjamin Franklin, in 1783, 
spoke of the hand of God direct- 
ing the course of the nation: 


“Our prayers were heard, and 
they were graciously answered. 
All of us who were engaged in 
the struggle must have observed 
frequent instances of a superin- 
tending Providence in our favor 
... 1 have lived, sir, a long time, 
and the longer I live the more 
convincing proofs I see of the 
truth that God governs in the 
affairs of men.” Profoundly con- 
vinced of God’s direct interven- 
tion in the making of America,

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Institute for the Study 
of Protestantism 


According to a Roman news agency, 
Pope John XXIII has decided to set up 
a special Roman Catholic institute in 
Rome for the study of Protestantism. 
The institute will be operated by the 
Jesuits and will offer a three-year 
course to priests already possessing 
degrees in theology. 


Masons Blamed 
for Peronist Violence 


Until recently, the Peronists were 
universally blamed by the Roman 
Catholic Church in Argentina for the 
“tragic week” of June 1955, when the 
Buenos Aires Municipal Cathedral was 
attacked by Peronist troops, two Ar- 
gentine Catholic prelates were deported, 
and nine churches in the nation’s capi- 
tal were set on fire after an abortive 
anti-Peron revolt. At a recent Eucha- 
ristic congress in Cordoba, however, 
Archbishop Antonio J. Plaza astounded 
the Argentine nation when he stated 
in an address to a group of Peronist 
youths and workers: 

“The ecclesiastic authorities know 
that Peronism did not participate in the 
burning of the churches. It was the 
work of the Masons.” 

In an immediate and violent reaction, 
La Prensa repudiated the archbishop’s 
charges. The grand master of the Ar- 
gentine Grand Lodge of Free and Ac- 
cepted Masons accused Msgr. Plaza of 
calumny, and demanded that he “fulfill 
his duty and denounce the authors of 
the vandalic outrage whose identities, 
according to his statements, he knows.” 

In a subsequent television interview, 
Archbishop Plaza modified his former 
charge by saying that the Masons, 
through Peron, had influenced the 
Peronist masses. It is reported that 
Msgr. Plaza has considerable backing 
both inside and outside the Roman 


Catholic hierarchy because of the wide- 
spread fear that the Peronists, with 
their party outlawed, will turn to Com- 
munism. 
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Equality for Parochial Schools 


In a recent election, Belgian voters 
dislodged the Socialist government and 
returned the Roman Catholic party to 
power. One of the first results was the 
elevation of Catholic schools to equal- 
ity with state schools. It also resulted 
in increased state aid to church schools, 
establishing furthermore an equal basis 
as to vacations, finances, minimum and 
maximum number of students in both 
state and religious schools. Subsidies 
as high as sixty percent will be paid by 
the state toward the erection of new 
schools. This is designed to bring about 
an armistice between the clericals and 
socialists. 


Philippine President 
Endorses Bible 


The President of the Philippines, 
Carlos P. Garcia, issued a message 
recently commending the Philippine 
Bible House and the International 
Christian Leadership for sponsoring the 
distribution of 120,000 copies of the 
“Sermon on the Mount.” In his mes- 
sage, President Garcia, who is dubbed 
by the press as the “Bible-quoting Chief 
Executive,” expressed his profound 
belief in the Holy Scriptures as basic to 
life and all of its aspects. 


Benedictine Peer 


The Benedictine priest Peter Gabriel 
Gilbey, claiming his hereditary title of 
Baron Vaux of Harrowden, has taken 
a seat in Britain’s House of Lords. It 
is the first time in four hundred years 
that such a distinction has been award- 
ed to a Roman Catholic priest. While 
the 870 members of the House of 
Lords include twenty-six bishops of 
the state Church of England, Roman 
Catholic bishops cannot sit in the 
House of Lords and a Catholic clergy- 
man may not sit in the House of Com- 
mons. But a Catholic priest may sit in 
the upper house if he inherits a peer- 
age, which cannot be renounced. 













Roman Catholics Increase 
in Formosa 


An increase of 4,244 Roman Cath- 
olics in twelve months has been re- 
vealed by Bishop Andrew J. Verineux, 
M.E.P., Apostolic Administrator of 
Hualien Prefecture in Formosa. There 
are 29,300 baptized Roman Catholics 
and 22,524 catechumens in the Pre- 
fecture. The majority are aborigines, 


Catholic Conformity 


St. Peter’s Hospital, in Albany, New 
York, a Roman Catholic institution, 
has barred a prominent orthopedic sur- 
geon from treating patients because of 
his connection with the Planned Par- 
enthood Association. 

The hospital’s executive committee 
notified Dr. Crawford J. Campbell, who 
is head of the orthopedic surgery de- 
partment at Albany Medical College, 
that it had withdrawn his courtesy 
privileges. This means that Dr. Camp- 
bell is not allowed to treat patients at 
the hospital. 

Dr. Campbell, an Episcopalian, is on 
the medical advisory board of the Al- 
bany Planned Parenthood Association. 
His wife is secretary of the Planned 
Parenthood Federation of America. 
They have four children. 

Sister Mary Janet, hospital adminis- 
trator, said the hospital had not known 
of Dr. Campbell’s affiliation with the 
planned parenthood group until that 
fact was published in a newspaper re- 
cently. 

“This was the first time this had 
come to our attention. Any doctor who 
practices at St. Peter’s agrees to con- 
form to the code of ethics of Catholic 
hospitals,” she said. 


“Keep Out of Politics" 


Philippine Secretary of Foreign Af- 
fairs Felix Berto Serrano has taken a 
firm step to curb meddling in local 
politics by members of various Roman 
Catholic orders and organizations in 
the Philippines. The Foreign Office re- 
port stated that members of two re- 
ligious orders had used the pulpit, the 
radio, and religious publications in 
their bid to drum up public support for 
the senatorial candidates they had en- 
dorsed. 

Serrano made it clear to the Papal 
Nuncio to the Philippines, the repre- 
sentative of Pope John XXIII, that the 
Foreign Office would “take appropriate 
remedial measures” if church interfer- 
ence in local politics were not stopped. 
The Papal Nuncio was given one week 
within which to list the explicit plans 
he had drawn up to check the active 
participation of church elements in 
local politics. 
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Conversions in Japan 


In a recent city-wide crusade in 
Fukuoka, Japan, sponsored by the 
city’s forty churches, and led by evan- 
gelist David Morken, there were many 
outstanding conversions, with 862 de- 
cisions for Christ. The evangelistic team 
participated in eighty-five services, in- 
cluding television and radio programs, 
free time being donated by the stations. 
A royal welcome was given the team, 
with a civic reception and parade led 
by the police band. The crusade was 
attended by the governor, mayor, and 
many other influential people. 


New Vatican Envoy to Australia 


In an effort to strengthen the Roman 
Catholic Church’s central administra- 
tive offices, Pope John XXIII trans- 
ferred Archbishop Maximilian de 
Furstenberg from the post of Apostolic 
Internuncio to Japan to that of Apos- 
tolic Delegate to Australia, New Zea- 
land and Oceania. } 

Archbishop de Furstenberg has 
represented the Holy See in Japan 
since 1949. In 1952 he was chosen by 
the late Pope Pius XII to be the first 
Apostolic Internuncio to Japan after 
the Vatican and Japan agreed to estab- 
lish formal diplomatic relations. 


Kidnaping Charge 
Against Convent 


The father of eighteen-year-old 
Katharine Korpitsch has filed a charge 
of kidnaping against a convent in the 
diocese of Gurk, Austria. Several news- 
papers published stories to the effect 
that the girl had disappeared in the 
convent. It was implied that she made 
her decision to enter under outside 
influence or in a state of nervous 
disorder. 

In a public statement issued by the 
diocese of Gurk, the father’s charges 
against the convent were repudiated. It 
was asserted that the girl had entered 
the convent of her own free will and 
that her mental condition is normal. 


Protestants in Mexico 


Representatives of the Sinarquista 
movement of Mexico conferred with 
Cardinal Jose Garibi y Rivera about 
combatting “Protestant infiltration” into 
Mexico. The Cardinal stated that about 
two million Mexicans have been con- 
verted to Protestantism. 

His views were to be transmitted to 
all Roman Catholic prelates, priests 
and laymen. The Sinarquista movement 
is a Nazi-Fascist type organization that 
flared up in violence during World War 
II, then lost its legal status as a poli- 
tical party. 
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Ministers’ Retreat 


More than 1600 full-time Christian 
workers representing Protestant de- 
nominations in the Philippines con- 
verged in Baguio City and Iloilo City 
recently for the largest Ministers’ Re- 
treat ever held in the Philippines. 

Forthright messages on revival and 
evangelism by Dr. Halverson, dean of 
the conference, called forth a renewal 
of commitment to the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Messages on stewardship by 
Dr. Paul S. Rees, vice-president-at- 
large of World Vision, stirred workers 
to new dedication. Scholarly lectures 
on Christian beliefs by Dr. Carl F. H. 
Henry, editor of Christianity Today, 
emphasized a disciplined attitude in 
the study of the Scriptures. Pastor 
Kyung Chik Han of Young Nak Pres- 
byterian Church in South Korea gave 
sermons on the “Preacher and His 
Message;” awakening many to a keen- 
er ministerial responsibility. 


“Partners” in Education 


In suggestions made to Senator 
James E. Murray of Montana, chair- 
man of a subcommittee of the Senate 
Labor and Public Welfare Committee, 
Archbishop Albert G. Cardinal Meyer 
of Chicago defined anew the education 
policy of the Roman Catholic Church 
in the United States. The archbishop 
wrote: 

“Private and public education are 
partners on the American education 
scene and their welfare should be ad- 
vanced simultaneously in any proposals 
for temporary federal assistance. Such 
action on the part of Congress will 
maintain the pluralism which is a cher- 
ished feature of the American way of 
life and avoid reducing educational 
effort to a common mold.” 


Bishop Sheen and 
Catholic Censorship 


Professor Thomas P. Coffey, a Ro- 
man Catholic, in an article appearing 
in the Saturday Review, September 5, 
1959, entitled “Is There an American 
Catholic Literature?” makes the follow- 
ing remarks about the much publicized 
Bishop Sheen: 

“Bishop Fulton J. Sheen twists and 
tortures Catholic and Biblical doctrine 
into metaphors which, as they manipu- 
late truths, empty them of all but their 
emotional content.” 

He denounces the entire procedure 
of the Catholic hierarchy in passing 
judgment upon the value and orthodoxy 
of Roman Catholic books before they 
can be published, and says: 

“If every time someone opens his 
mouth in favor of the greater life of 
the Church there is only to be another 
turn of the medieval screw, increased 





denunciation and declaiming in favor 
of the hierarchy, and expressions of 
fear about the ‘little ones in the flock,’ 
then there will never be any creative 
American Catholic life. The world, so 
far as the American Catholic Church 
is concerned, can go hang with every 
individual in a special sound-proof 
booth.” 


Israel's Gift to the Pope 


Vatican City reports that El Al, the 
Israeli national airline, flew a basket 
of red and white gladioli from the Holy 
Land to Pope John XXIII recently. It 
is believed to be the first gift to the 
pope from an organization of the Is- 
raeli Government. 

In turn, Pope John XXIII awarded 
the Cross of the Knights of the Order 
of St. Sylvester to Eliahu Sasson, Is- 
raeli Ambassador to Italy. 

Pope Pius XII initiated the rap- 
prochement between Israeli and the 
Vatican when he demanded that the 
adjective “perfidious” in reference to 
the Jews be stricken from the church’s 
Good Friday prayer for the Hebrew 
race. 


Worker-Ministers in South America 


Six industrial evangelists, the first to 
work in Latin America, will shortly be 
on the job alongside fellow workers in 
Brazil’s mines, factories and steel mills. 
The National Council of Churches 
Committee on Cooperation in Latin 
America, after learning the actual con- 
ditions confronting the Protestant 
churches working in Latin American 
countries, decided upon this innovation. 
The job of the industrial evangelist is 
to create a nucleus of Protestants in 
factories, mines and mills who can “get 
the Christian message across to the 
man at the bench next to him.” Dr. 
Howard W. Yoder is executive secre- 
tary of the Committee on Cooperation 
in Latin America. 


Spain Fines Baptist Pastor 


A civil court in Spain sentenced 
Baptist Pastor Jose Manuel Nunez 
Moreno to one month’s imprisonment 
and fined him a thousand pesetas 
($16.40) for breaking the seals the 
police had placed on his chapel and for 
holding religious services. 

The pastor, however, did not have 
to go to jail. He automatically benefited 
by an amnesty accorded by Generalis- 
simo Franco for all prisoners with 
sentences under two years. The am- 
nesty was decreed in honor of the elec- 
tion of Pope John XXIII. The pastor 
said he considered the sentence unjust 
because when he was appointed to the 
parish, the seals had already dis- 
appeared. 
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How to Be a Bigot

publications in America are 
started on their campaign pre- 
paring the Catholic people for a 
Roman Catholic presidential can- 
didate.

‘A book by an 
Italian-American ‘‘ex” (priest) is 
being circulated,’ he writes, ‘and 
that sort of thing is gobbled up 
here!” This priest almost happily 
ends his letter with the remark, 
“ . . at least we don’t have the 
POAU! nor Paul Blanshard .. .” 

The March 1958 issue of The 
Liguorian, another large circula- 
tion Roman Catholic magazine, 
had a feature article on “Mike 
Wallace and the Catholic Church.” 
In the December issue of the 
Pageant magazine, Mike Wallace 
listed a group of renowned per- 
sonages that he would like to 
interview on his program and he 
listed a group of questions he 
would ask these personages, one 
of these being the pope. 

The first question listed, as 
quoted from The Liguorian, was: 
“Some critics of Roman Catholi- 
cism point to Catholic countries 
like Italy, when it was under 
Mussolini, and Spain, under 


Franco, as evidence that authori- 
tarian political dogmas find fertile 
ground among Catholics who are 
already conditioned to authori- 
tarian religious dogmas. How do 
you answer that contention? Is 
the Catholic Church a kind of 
dictatorship itself?” 

These are good logical ques- 
tions that any freedom-loving 
Christian might ask. What does 
The Liguorian say about them? 
“Those who have read much of 
anti-Catholic literature, such as 
Paul Blanshard’s books against 
the Catholic Church, and a few 
issues of the Church-hating ma- 
gazine called The Converted Cath- 
olic (CHRISTIAN HERITAGE), will 
recognize in this question a fa- 
miliar theme. It is the theme that 
the Catholic Church, because of 
its emphasis on authority in re- 
ligion, is responsible for abuses 
of authority in the political and 
secular field.” The Liguorian ends 
the article with the ridiculous 
statement: “No one can even be 
forced to remain in the Catholic 
Church once he decides to turn 
his back on the truth.” Why then 
do they persecute and antagonize 
the priests and people who leave 
the church? 

Why are not more people called 
bigots, anti-Catholics and com- 
munists? Is it because people do 
not speak out against this false 
church? People are quick to say 
that they have friends who are 
Catholics and they value this 
friendship greatly and do not 
wish to hurt their feelings. Are 
they really honest to this person 
who they state is a friend? Is it 
not their duty as a friend to try 
and bring this person out of this 
church of Satan?

Should a Catholic Be 
President? 


Dear Editor: 


The term “Catholic” needs a 
definition. There is a great range 
of Catholics. Some are so called 
because they do not know what 
else to be called. Some are almost 
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agnostics, some atheists who call 
on the priest only for some social 
event such as baptism, matri- 
mony or burial. On the other 
hand there are those for whom 
it is the full aim of life; they will 
either kill or die if the Church 
demands it. Between these two 
extremes there is a wide range. 
For our purposes we shall con- 
sider a Catholic one who believes 
the whole Catholic dogma and 
obeys his confessor in everything. 

1. The United States of Ameri- 
ca was founded by persons who 
came from Europe looking for a 
country where they could wor- 
ship God according to the dictates 
of their own conscience, because 
the Catholic system in Europe 
did not give them liberty to wor- 
ship God in the way they be- 
lieved. 

2. The individual Catholic does 
not pledge allegiance solely to the 
United States of America. His 
first allegiance is to the Holy See 
of Rome, and this allegiance oc- 
cupies first place in his heart. 

3. He follows the Machiavellian 
principle that “the end justifies 
the means,” also called political 
opportunism, by which a person 
can do anything that is evil, pro- 
vided it works for the advantage 
of religion or anything that he 
considers good. The principle per- 
verts the sense of real justice. If 
the Catholic system were strong 
enough, it would set up again the 
Holy Inquisition, because it 
claims to be always the same and 
unchangeable. 

4. A Catholic is not allowed to 
read publications issued by other 
forms of religion. He can read 
only such religious works as are 
written and approved by his ec- 
clesiastical hierarchy. Therefore 
he is unable to know the con- 
science of other persons; conse- 
quently, how will he be able to 
govern the other groups of people 
who do not obey the Catholic 
faith? He does not know their 
manner of thinking nor their 
needs. 

The thought arises that not all 
Catholics are that way, but we 
never know what kind of Cath- 
olic a man may prove to be. 

5. Under Protestant presidents, 
there have always been equal 
rights and liberty of worship for 
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both Catholics and Protestants. 
Examples of Catholic govern- 
ments can be seen in Central and 
South America where there are 
often fights for religion, where 
Protestant missionaries and be- 
lievers have been assassinated, 
and Protestant chapels burned or 
stoned, and where the taxpayers’ 
money is being used to subsidize 
an ecclesiastical hierarchical sys- 
tem. The French revolution 
carrying as a banner the motto 
of “liberty, equality and frater- 
nity” had a great influence in 
Latin America, but the forces of 
Rome are working in order to 
efface any good that comes from 
sources outside of Rome. 

6. Rome does not believe in the 
separation of Church and State, 
but believes that the Church has 
authority over the State. Because 
of this principle, Rome has pro- 
voked many wars in Europe. 

If the United States of Ameri- 
ca elects a Catholic president, re- 
ligious liberty and the separation 
of Church and State will prob- 
ably become things of the past.

Abuse of Privilege 
Dear Sir: 


I am taking this occasion to 
acquaint you with the actions of 
a Chief of Chaplains who, as a 
public official, is using the posi- 
tion of his high office to extend 
preferential privileges to his own 
denomination. 

The Chief of Navy Chaplains, 
in a recent official United States 
Navy Department Letter, direct- 
ed all the Roman Catholic chap- 
lains to conduct an official census 
among the Navy and Marine 
Corps personnel. A similar cam- 
paign is being initiated by the 
Assistant Chief of Chaplains for 
the Army and the Air Force. All 
are Roman Catholic chaplains. 

This letter of the Chief of 
Chaplains contains no mention of 
the Military Ordinariate. How- 
ever, Rear Admiral George A. 
Rosso CHC USN, as Chief of 
Chaplains, is subject to its eccle- 
siastical control and initiated his 
letter at its request. The results 
of this census will be turned over 


to the Military Ordinariate who 
will then take the necessary ac- 
tion to recruit more chaplains. 
The Military Ordinariate, 30 East 
5lst Street, New York, N. Y., 
with Francis Cardinal Spellman 
as its Military Vicar, is respon- 
sible for procuring the chaplains 
from the civilian agencies and 
giving them ecclesiastical en- 
dorsement for their acceptance as 
chaplains by the Armed Forces. 


On the surface, the motives of 
this letter are praiseworthy, 
namely, to procure more chap- 
lains on the basis of this census. 
It is difficult, however, to visual- 
ize the need for such a campaign. 
As recently as January of last 
year, the Military Ordinariate in 
its booklet “Annual Report” (la- 
beled “For Private Circulation 
Only”) gives the total number of 
its chaplains in the Armed Forces. 
Based on the number of Catholic, 
Protestant and Jewish active duty 
personnel in the Services, the 
number of Catholic chaplains is 
justly in proportion to the num- 
ber of Jewish and Protestant 
chaplains. It is my considered 
opinion that this recent campaign 
of the Military Ordinariate to re- 
cruit more chaplains is complete- 
ly out of proportion to the total 
Catholic numerical membership 
in the Armed Forces. 


In the background, the Military 
Ordinariate is conducting its own 
campaign to recruit more chap- 
lains among the civilian agencies 
to meet the needs being antici- 
pated as a result of this census. 
Accordingly, the Military Ordi- 
nariate in its Newsletter, No. 22, 
contains a letter from Valerio 
Cardinal Valeri, Prefect for the 
Sacred Congregation for Relig- 
ious in Rome. The Cardinal di- 
rected that they increase their 
procurement and provide an ad- 
ditional number of priests (one 
out of forty-eight) as chaplains 
for the Armed Forces. Pages 3 
and 4 of this Newsletter are in 
Latin. 

The Chief of Chaplains is mis- 
using his high public office by 
actively and officially extending 
privileges to his own denomina- 
tion. The conducting of this cen- 
sus in behalf of his denomination 
is a privilege. If a re-appraisal of 
the numerical denominational 
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membership of the Armed Forces 
is needed, then the representa- 
tives of the other denominations 
should be extended similar privi- 
leges. 

The questionnaire for this cen- 
sus should have been approved by 
the Federal Bureau of the Census. 
In my opinion, this questionnaire 
is embarrassing when used to in- 
terrogate Jewish and Protestant 
enlisted personnel who are mar- 
ried to Roman Catholics with 
children. Commanding Officers 
however, cannot, under the pro- 
visions of the Uniform Code of 
Military Justice, punish Jewish 
and Protestant enlisted men who 
refuse the lawful order of the 
Roman Catholic chaplain that 
they answer the embarrassing 
questions of this census. Federal 
Law, moreover, prohibits a chap- 
lain, as a commissioned officer, 
from using his office to conduct 
an official census within the Mili- 
tary Establishment. 

Kindly use the position of your 
high office to conduct an official 
investigation of this campaign 
and prohibit this controversial 
and unconstitutional census from 
being continued.

.. . Off on a jocular tone... 
observe I still push your maga- 
zine and basic program though 
you still persist in forgetting 
that body of non-Romanists who 
rightly lay claim to the title 
“catholic” people. I keep thinking 
(now serious again) that your 
fine magazine would appeal to 
more Episcopal people, for in- 
stance, if the word “catholic’’ 
with a small ‘‘c’’ were used in a 
commending and not condescend- 
ing way by you. 

Sometimes I feel your authors 
neglect a unifying concept when 
the church is not mentioned as 
the sum total of all believers in 
Christ . . . If that were an ac- 
cepted definition, we could evan- 
gelically explain, accept, and in 
doing so, break one of Rome’s 
holds over her own people, the 
definition: Extra Ecclesiam nulla 
salus—for then Ecclesia would 
not be the Church of Rome, but

with the Lord of Life. 

What you are doing has to be 
done. This is a sad _ situation 
viewed as a civic responsibility, 
but a joyful challenge, viewed for 
its spirit-freeing goals and re- 
sults. Dominus vobiscum! The 
“pax’’ will come in saecula saecu- 
lorum. 

Why not a department uphold- 
ing evangelical schools in our 
own country—or at least regular 
appearances of credit-lines for 
them. As no parent would be 
satisfied with a twenty- or forty- 
minute period once a week to 
equip a child to become a mathe- 
matician, so many of us feel the 
teaching of and training in 
Christian principles is danger- 
ously left, in its formal aspect, to 


a brief Sunday School session 
each week for perhaps thirty 
weeks a year—and statistics 


show the average Protestant child 
attends barely twenty of these 
each year! Our school here serves 
one hundred forty-four children, 


grades one to nine, and almost 


one hundred of them come from 
other than our Lutheran church.

Franklin stated reverently, “If a 
sparrow cannot fall to the 
ground without God’s notice, is 
it probable that an empire can 
rise without His aid?’ 

Lincoln, in a time of great na- 
tional crisis, sought the hand of 
God to preserve the unity of 
America. “Stand still and see the 
salvation of God,” was the tele- 
gram he sent in one of the most 
decisive moments of American 
history. 

As he lay on his deathbed, 
pointing to the family Bible, 
President Andrew Jackson said, 
“That book, sir, is the rock on 
which our republic rests.” 

What Calvin Coolidge said 
while president of this great na- 
tion must be brought to actuality 
today: 

“There is no form of economics 


which will not fail. There is no 
form of politics which will not 
fail. There is no form of educa- 
tion which will not fail. We do 
not need more material things. 
We need more spiritual things. 
We do not need more of the 
things we see. We need more of 
the things we do not see. We need 
more faith.” 

Who would dare to alienate 
God from the affairs of the na- 
tion without bringing down upon 
it a more disastrous calamity 
than the burning of Rome by 
Nero? The voices of the past and 
the present with one accord pro- 
claim that without God there 
would not be an America. 

Daniel Webster, pointing to 
Bunker Hill, called us to remem- 
ber this solemn truth: 


“That motionless shaft will be 
the most powerful of speakers. 
Its speech will be of civil and re- 
ligious liberty. It will speak of 
patriotism and of courage. It will 
speak of the moral improvements 
and elevation of mankind. De- 
crepit age leaning against its 
base, and ingenuous youth gath- 
ering round it, will speak to each 
other of the glorious events with 
which it is connected, and ex- 
claim, “Thank God! I also am an 
American.’ ” 

If we are to safeguard our 
glorious destiny and conserve our 
freedoms intact, if we would 
maintain order and continue the 
course of success that, with God’s 
assistance, America has achieved, 
we must be prepared to defend 
our sacred trust and guard the 
pillars which have supported our 
heritage. Once more, in an hour 
of perplexity America is called 
upon to fulfill its mission as a 
sanctuary to its people, a sanctu- 
ary of unity, peace, liberty, and 
trust in God. 

America is the spiritual light- 
house of the world, and because 
of this her dollar diplomacy must 
be in accord with the words cut 
into the stone of the Statue of 
Liberty : 

“Give me your tired, your poor, 

Your huddled masses yearn- 
ing to breathe free... 
these, the homeless, 
tempest-tossed, to me— 
my lamp beside the 
golden door.”
